Two shafte are m progress. Only two min- 
ers can work on the “face” of the shaft at 
the same time, yet there are five inspectors 
of miners at $5 each per day. Only two ma- 
sons or bricxlayers can work at constructing 
the lining of the tunnel, yet it requires five 
inspectors at $5 each per day to look after 
them. They donot usea vast quan tity of 
material in fifteen feet of tunnel, but it takes 
six inepsctors at $5 each per day to see that 
the stuff is all right. Then there is a chief 
inspector at $6 per day. Thus it takes nine- 
teen inspectors at $5 each per day to watch 
fifteen feet of work. There were twenty- 
one inspectors during May. This is more 
than one inspector per foot. It ought to be 
well watched. 

Does it need so much watching? Well, 
hardly. They are constructing a tunnel out 
in Lake View. Camp No. 20 has not heard of 
that yet. The inspection there costs but $1 
per foot. It may be that that is because the 
tunnel. though it is six feet in diameter—the 
same size as each of the four-mile tunnels 
costs only $16.65 per foot, whereas the four- 
mile tunnels cost $26 per foot. The well-paid 
inspectors are also charged with allowing $5 
per foot to the contractor for extra work on 
the shghtest pretext. 

The original contract price for an eight- 
foot tunnel was $36 per foot. The two six- 
foot tunnels cost nearly double the money, it 
appears. 

OVERTIME AGAIN. 
- The overtime business works here, too. 
One of the inspectors put in forty days in the 
month of April. As the days were longer 
he probabiy put in more overtime during the 
month of May. This inspector is in tne habit

W here does the extra time come in? 

Another inspector put in thirty-seven and 

one-half days. Five inspectors put in thirty- 
six days each. The pay for the month, there- 
fore; was $180 for each of the five. 
Besides the inspectors there are five en- 
gineers. But these are common clay and get 
only $100 each per month. There is one 
bookkeeper, who gets the same salary, and 
one clerk.

ELLA CORDELL’S MYSTERIOUS MURDER. 


The Stranger Who Hired the Buggy 

Thought to Have Been C. Z. Creel. 
. Keroxox, Ia., June 7.— [Special. —It was 
learned from the police today that the father 
of Ella Cordeli, accompanied by C. Z. Creel 
of industry, was in the city Wednesday, 
May 28. They came here in search of the 
missing girl. The officer who was detailea 
to assist these men says that be did not 
see Creel after 8:30 o’clock of that 
day and that the father of the girileft at 7:26 
for his home. Creel told the old man that he 
would remain here and continue the search. 
About 5 o’clock that day the rig was hired 
from Smith & Dooley’s stable. The descrip- 
tion of the man given by the liveryman tal- 
lies exactly with that of Creel. Creel told 
the officer that he was the girl’s brother-in- 
law. This was not the fact. There have 
been vague rumors of persons having seen 
the missing girl at different places since her 
disappearance. <A vehicle drawn dy 
a singie horse and occupied by 
a man and a closely veiled woman was seen 
hurrying rapidly along a by-way in the wild 
lands of Crooked Creek bottom in Eastern 
Hancock County. Aday or so afterwards 
an empty grave ona lonely island in the 
midst of Crooked Creek was found by two 
fishermen. The grave had evidently been 
latelydug and hdd later been rified of what 
had been placed therein. These circum- 
stances became connected with the disap 
pearance of Ella Cordell. 

Hunting parties scoured the woods in all 
directions in quest of the remains, but none 
were found. 

Last Friday some fishermen found the 
body of a woman stranded on the beach of 
an island inthe Mississippi River, afew miles 
above Canton, Mo. This body was identified 
as Ella Cordell’s. 

It is now believed that Ella Cordell was 
assaulted and murdered, the theory being 
that the tragedy occurred in Crooked Creek 
bottom, where the body was first buried. 
The murderer afterwards exhumed it and 
took it to the Mississippi Kiver. 

J. E. Cordell, a brother of the murdered 
girl, was in the city this afternoon, but 
was nov able to give any additional 
information relating to the case fur- 
ther than to say that his sister 
left home by stage the afternoon of May 
16 and not the 26th, as heretofore stated. 

Frank Dobles, the driver of the gray horse 
for whom the police are searching, 1s de- 
scribed as being about 30 years old, 5 feet 8 
inches tall, with dark mustache, small and 
keen eyes, with a decided squint. His hair 
Was cut close to the scalp. He frequentiy 
said that when he left this city he would go 
toa point in Wisconsin, where he had rela- 
tives. -

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DICKERING FOR THE SAC AND FOX LANDS. 


Indiaus Anxious to Sell, bat Not on the 
Government's Terms. 

Sao AND Fox AGency, I. T., June 7.—[Spe- 
cial.]—For four days the National Council of 
the Sacs and Foxes has been considering the 
proposition of the Cherokee Commission to 
purchase their lands. The Indians are will- 
ing to accept the allotment of 160 acres each, 
but the stumbling block is as to the price 
to be paid for the surplus lands. They 
have come down from their demand of $2 
an acre and now ask $1.60, while 
the commission offers $1. The council 
made the first offer, and, when the commis- 
sion made its proposition sought to effect a 
compromise, which would give them $400,000 
more than was offered and forty acres of 
land additional. This was rejected, and 
after arguicg three days the Indians toid the 
commission they would accept the land and 
take $220,000 more than first proposed. 

The commission would not assent to this, 
and they are now considering the matter. 
Itis expected the Indians will dropto $1.25 
an acre ty tomorrow, which is about $100,000 
more than the Government offers. 

rne Indians fear that if they do not sell 
their reservation will be thrown open to set- 
tlement as was Oklahoma, and are only seek- 
ing to secure a bigger price for their lands. 


CATTLE STARVING IN NEW MEXICO, 


Thousands Dying fer Want of Food—Neo 
Ralsfall for Six Mouths. 

Sw Crrr. N. M., June 7.— [Special.] 
Stockmen in New Mexico have never before 
suffered anything like the losses which are 
now being borne on account of the extreme 
shortness of feed, partly due to overstocked 
ranges, but mainly on account of long con- 
tinued dry weather. There has been norain- 
fali for six months in the southern portion of 
the territory, and ranges are bare and brown, 
and cattie are dying by bundreds daily. Few 
cattle die outon the ranges. The grass has 
been eaten down close to the ground im tne 
vicinity of water courses, and herds go miles 
into the foothills for feed, where they remain 
till driven in by thirst, when they drink their 
fill and lie down never to get up. Thousands 
of carcasses of dead cattle lie rotting in the

stock, as has been stated. He would like 
very much to have the Fair in the vicinity of 
Pullman, and would do anything in reason to 
get it there, but the taking of $5,000,000 of 
stock is hardly in reason.

To the President and Board of Directors of the 
Fair Association, Chicago, Ill.—Gentlemen: So 
farlhave not noticed any suggestion that, if 
carried out, would produce the degree of har- 
mony and union you and all of us are anxious to 
have. By locating the Fair on the Lake-Front 
we would overcrowd the South Side business 
portion of the city to its great detrimeut and do 
it no good, but would make it utterly unsafe for 
women and children, as any one knows who vis- 
its the vicinity of tue crossings on State, Clark, 
and Madison any pleasant day, even now when 
there is no Fair. By locating the Fair buildings 
entirely on the North Side we would overcrowd 
the North Side, and the same by locating it en- 
tireiy on the West Side. 

Consequently I make the following sugges- 
tions: Locate the art buildings ana everything 
connected with art on the Lake Front. Also lo- 
cate there the exhibits of electrical inventions 
of all sorts. This would require over 100 acres 
of space. Buildings forthe exhibits of textile 
fabrics and for mechinery used in manufacturing 
textile fabrics and of ail wearing apparel might 
be located on South Side, in Jackson Park, 
or wherever ei seems most suitable in that 
division of the city. This would require 200 acres, 
as there you would have to accommodate Great 
Britain, France, Germany, Russia, China, etc., to 
say nothing of the New England and Pennsyl- 
vania mauutacturers, etc. On the West Side in 
some locality where there is plenty of room lo- 
cate all the buildings used to exhibit agricultural 
products and ltural machinery. This 
would require at least 400 acres to accommodate 
most of the Western and Southern States and 
Territories, besides many foreign coun- 
tries with from one to ten acres each, 
Also let the exhibits of horses, cattle, hogs. 
sheep, and other live stock and the fat stock 
show be located on the West Side. On the 
North Side, adjacent to Lincoln Park, or wher- 
ever it may be suitable. locate the buildings for 
the exhibits of minerals and mineral products 
of all sorts, gold, silver, coal, copper, iron, and 
other minerals, and whatever machinery is used 
in their production and manufacture, requiring 
from 100 to 200 acres. : 

Mr. Hair advapoes many arguments in 
favor of his plan, includjag an arrangement 
for selling tickets for the different depart- 


ments, but he has apparently not studied the 


act of Congress, which says “ site” and not 
“ sites.”’

AFFAIRS IN KING EKALAKAUA’S COUNTRY 


Arrival of the Charleston at Honolula— 
Hawalian Legislature Proceedings. 

San Francisco, Cal, June 7.—The Oceanic 

steamship Alameda arrived this morning, 


twenty-four days from Sydney and six days 


from Honolulu. The United States flagship 
Charleston arrived at Honolulu May 29. The 
Charleston anchored in Naval Row and sa- 
luted the Hawaiian flag. The English ship 
Champion saluted the Admiral’s flag and the 
salute was returned by the Charleston. Ad- 
miral Brown and staff and Minister Stevens 
were received by King Kalakaua.

CUSTOMS OFFICIALS ACCUSE sTEAM- | 


SHIP OFFICERS. 


The Business Said to Be Conducted Under 
Oath-Bound Secrecy — Mr. Richard 
Croker Declines to Relleve Pabtic Anx- 
lety—Contract Laborers Made to Retura 
to the Place They Came From-—The 
Price of Ice and the Meat Dealers. 


New Lonx. June 7.—[Special.jJ—An oath- 
bound organization of smugglers is plying its 
nefarious occupation on the steamships be- 
tween this country and Europe. The start- 
ling announcement that there is such an or- 
ganization is made by Inspector of Customs 
Hussey, who declares that he has repeatedly 
been made aware of its existence. He 
says that many of the officers and men of 
the crews of the ocean liners runniug between 
New York and ports of the United King- 
dom have for years been systematically en- 
gagea in smuggling dutiable merchandise 
into this country, and that they are bound by 
the strongest possible vows of fealty to 
those employing their services here and on 
the other side of the Atlantic. In like man- 
nor they are required to stand by one an- 
other whenever one of them gets into 


trouble with the Custom-House au- 
thorities. Disregard of these obliga- 
tions is punishable by the severest 


penalties, and so well is this understood, ac- 
cording to the Inspector’s statem snts, that it 
is seldom that a culprit, even if caught in the 
very act of smuggiing, with the certainty of 
imprisonment or a heavy fine staring him in 
the face, can be made to reveal the names 
of his accomplices. 

“He will usually go to State prison rather 
than tell us by whom de is employed,” re 
marked the Inspector. 

Special Agent Wilbur says that there are 
many women who have been engaged in this 
sortof business for years, and that it was 
through one of them who got frightened that 
he procured the eviaence in the case of Chief 
Officer Allen of the City of Chester, arrested 
Tuesday. In this connection the energetic 
Treasury official made these significant state- 
ments: 

Every day of late we have received in- 
formation concerning the smuggling of goods 
at this port from the ocean steamships. We 
are on the track of those who receive the 

oods, and hope to catch them. The 

nman people deny all knowledge of 
the smuggling, but tneir line is not 
the only one on which these illegal prac- 
tices have been conducted. Employés of five 
or six other lines have been engaged in the 
same business, and we have evidence that 
will astonish some people when we make the 
arrests which we now have in view and 
which may be made at any time. I can only 
mention the Guion Line at present, but hope 
to be able to say more in a day or two.” 


MR. RICHARD CROKER IS SILENT, 


He Refuses to Relieve the Burning Curios- 
ity ofan Eager Public. 

New Yorks, June 7.—[Special. |~—Mr. Rich- 
ard Croker is generaliy.credited by his polit- 
ical admirers with knowing when to say 
nothing. Since bis return he has shown 
that he sill possesses @ proper apprecia- 
tion of the value of silence. This town 
is fairly burning up with curiosity 
to know what answer he will make to Mr. 
McCann’s allegations, but he simply declines 
to discuss them. When a reporter called at 
dis home he was told that Mr. Croker had 
decided not to see any newspaper men before 
Monday, anyhow; ucd it was strongly inti- 
mated that if he should see them then he 
would not say anything that would tend to 
reieve public cumosity.

CONTRACT LABORERS BETURNED. 


Stubborn bat Unevailing Resistance by a 
Steamship Company. 

New Tonk, June 7.—The seven Belgian 
giassblowers brought here by the Cunard 
steamer Umbria under contract, whom 
Deputy Collector Phelps yesterday decided 
must return on the same vessel, did not go. 
Last night they were ail placed on board the 
Umbria, though a vigorous protest was 
made by Vernon H. Brown & Co., the 
agents for the line. Early this morning 
the agents insistea that the party 
must be put ashore, claiming that on the ship 
there were no accommodawuons for them, and 
that if they sailed they wonld be obliged to 
sleep on deck. The oustom-house officers 
were firm and, though the agents were de- 
cidedly persistent, carried out their instruc- 
tions. e Umbria sailed at 8:30 o’clock and 
the last to leave the vessel were the customs 
officers, leaving behind them the glass-blow- 
ers. At the end of the pier lay the tug L. 
Pulver, chartered by the Cunard com- 
pany, which, as soon as the steamer 
was in midstream, ran alongside and 
took off the seven Belgians and their families. 
Then, putting on a full head of steam, the 
tug made for the Barge Office with all pos- 
sible dispatch. There the agents demanded 
that the peopie be allowed to land. The de- 
mand was refused by the authorities, who 
claimed that the Belgians were on the high 
sea,and that ail the 1 agp of the laws 
having been complied with, and the people 
having been placed on a British ship to be re- 
turned to the port from which they came, 
the Government had nothing to do with 
them. The tug tied up at the dock, the Bel- 

ians remained on board, and Agent Brown 
burried off to find Collector Erhardt. 

The glassblowers will de returned to 
Europe Saturday on the Servia. Collector 
Erhardt demanded a prompt explanation of 
the British steamer’s action in putting the 
people off in midstream, after they had been 
duly returned to the ship by the, im- 
migration authorities. It was explained 
that no notice had been received by 
the Umbria’s captain of the return of the 
contract laborers, and that the reason he had 
not put the people off upon the pier was that 
he did not want to engage in a knock-down 
fight with the eustoms inspectors; sohe had 
dropped them on the tug. The Cunard com- 
pany will be obliged to support the party in 
this city for the week they are kept waiting 
and to transport the mento Europe without 
charge.

Panis, June 7.—The release of the Duke of 
Orleaꝝs wa the work of President Carnot 
himself. large section of the Republican 
party was unwilling to have him distin- 
guished by any s act of clemency. 

Their favorite idea was to pardon him on 
the 14th of July, the anniversary of the fall- 
ine of the Bastille. This date is often se- 
lected as a sort of general jail delivery for 
culprits towards whom the Government is 
willing toshowclemency. President Carnot, 
bowe vor., preferred not to extend the pardon 
in such a way that the Royalists would have 
felt it an affront.

A GREAT BEEF COMPANY INCORPORATED. 


Western Cattle Raisers Consolidate with 
Fifteen Million Capital. 

Denver, Colo., June 7.—| Special. |—Articles 
of incorporation of the Western Union Beef 
company, with a capital stock of $15,000,000, 
were filed with the Secretary of State this 
afternoon. The incorporation embraces a 
consolidation, under the direct management 
of the new company. of ali the principal 
stock interests ix New Mexico and Texas. 

Regarding this gigantic enterprise ex-Con- 
gressman G. G. Symes, who is attorney for 
the new company, said this morning: 

This company is formed for the purpose 
of consolidating into one company the differ- 
ent companies now existing in Colorado, Wy- 
oming, New Mexico, and Texas, ailof which 
companies are extensively engaged in the 
raising of live stock ana the production of 
beef. The object is to dissolve the corpora- 
tions in those States and Territories and sell 
and transfer their assets in exchange for the 
stock of the Western Union Beef company. 
A further object is to dissolve and 
wind up the affairs of the American Cattle 
Trust, which bolds the stock of the different 
corvorations. In a word, the Western Union 
Beef company is intended to take tne place 
practically of alithe different corporations 
and also the American Cattle Trust. The 
officers and large stockholders of the Amcri- 
can Cattle Trust and of “the other cor- 
purations think the large  ovbroperties 
and business can be managed better and 
more economically by a single corporation, 
with its headquarters in Denver. The prop- 
erty owned and mauaged by these different 
companies, and “indirectly by the American 
Cattle Trust, is very extensive and valuable. 
It consists of over 300,000 acres of deeded 
land in Texas, Colorado, Wyoming, and New 
Mexico; also of 300,000 acres of leased State 
and school lands. Ranging on this 600,000 
acres of land and upon tne public domain in 
Colorado, Wyoming, and elsewhere are up- 
wards of 150,000 head of cattle. Over 10,000 
head of cattie bave been purchased within the 
lasttwo months. Tne estimated brand of 
the different companies for the present year 
is over 25,000, and the estimated beef output 
the coming fall about 25,000.

CONGRESSMAN PAYSON. without’ further con 
ferences. fhe Speaker, believing that a ma- 
jority of Republican members agreed with 
him as to what kind of a bill should be passed 
and that it should be dome. without delay, 
took the chances of being supported by the 
full party vote and called @ meeting of the 

Committee on Rules the next morning and 

threw the bill into the House at once. His 

plan has been successiully carried out. A 

considerable number of Republicans have 

shown by their votes and speeches dur- 
ing the discussion thet they were 
not satisfied with the bill, but under the 
order of the House framed oy Reed, Cannon, 
and McKinley and supported by the major- 
ity it was impracticable o secure a direct 
vote upon any amendments except those 
offered by members of the Committee on 

Coinage. The Republican kickers against 

the bill were Fupston, Anderson, Keiley, and 

Perkins of Kansas, Payson of Iilinois, Con- 

nell of Nebraska, Bartine of Nevada, Carter 

of Montana, Morrow, De Haven, and Vande- 
ver, of California; Hermann of Oregon, 

Rockwell of Massachusetts, Townsend of 

Colorado, and reatherston of Arkansas, 

Some of these spoke against certain feat- 
ures of the bill, and all except Payson and 
Rockwell voted to recommit the measure 
with instructions to report back a free coin- 
age biliasa substitute. Mr. Connell boldly 
attacked the penuing bill and criticised the 
Speaker and so-called leaders for the 
manner in which it was being forced through 
the House, but he afterward voted for it. 

The general sentiment among Republicans 
was that this was the only silver biil that 
could pass, and rather than have no silver 
legislation they would support this and take 
the chances of its being put into more satis- 
factory shape by the Senate or in conference 
committee. 

An amusing incident occurred while Judge 
Payson was criticising the silver bill. He 
said the law inreiation to silver had not been 
administered in good faith by Secretaries gf 
the Treasury, and as an illustration of the 
discrimination against-silver said that silver 
certificates were not included in the 
$200,000 sent to the Sergeant-at-Arms 
for the monthly pay-roll of the 
House. Mr. Conger, Chairman of the 
Committee on Comage, arose with two crisp 
bills in his hand which he said he hada got 
from the Sergeant-at-Arms. They were sil- 
ver certificatesof small denomination. He 
declared that if Mr. Payson would examine 
his money, ifhe nad any, he would find cer- 
tificates. Mr. Payson replied, amidst laugh- 
ter, that he was “busted.” He admitted 
thai sliver cervuficates of small denomina- 
tions, ones and twos, were paid out, but in- 
sisted that no fives or larger denominations 
were provided iu silver certificates. 

This colloquy set all the members to ex- 
amining their wallets. An air of hilarity 
prevailed as the work of looking over the 
precious contents of the ketbooks went 
on. The Speaker quietly fan his hand down 
into his capacious pocket ana fished out a 
chubby roll and proceeded quietly to look it 
over. He had evidently just made a draw, as 
the bills were new and crisp. There ap- 
peared to be about $100 in the roll, all in gola 
certificates. As those about him saw what 
he was about they laugiied heartily. The 
Speaker himself smiled as he replaced the 
roll, and then got up and pounded with his 
gavel to restore order. i 

Among the silver men of the Senate there 
is much disappointment on accountof the 
action of their friends in the House. One of 
the Senators remarked that he could under- 
stand tne feelings that prompt men to haere 
something for the sake of reaching a basis 
of compromise, but this was a complete sur- 
render of everyth ag without possibility of 
getting anything in return or of saving any- 
thing from the wreck unless the Senate 
shall stand in the breach ani prevent a great 
outrage from being perpetrated. 

% The bili passed by the House is in 
famous,“ said Senator Teller this evening. 
It is another denonetization bill, and its 
passage now is worse than was the passage 
of the demonetization act of 1873, because in 
1873 there was the excuse that many of those 
who voted for the bill did not know its scope 
or purport; but now no such excuse can be 
offered; everybody voted today with his eyes 
open and knowing exactly the effect of the 
measure voted for.” 

The Debate in the Ho use. 

Before the beginning of the debate on the 
Silver bill, at the request of Mr. Payson, of 
Illinois, Mr. Conger, of Iowa, in charge of 
the bill, modified his substitute so as to pro- 
vide that the Treasury notes issued in pursu- 
ance of the bill shall be a legal tender in pay- 
ment of ali debts, public and private, striking 
out the following words: “Except where 
otherwise expressly stipulated in the con- 
tract.” 

Mr. Payson said that he realized that the 
substitute would in substance pass this body, 
and it would be done in obedience to public 
sentiment, which he believed to be universal 
in favor of a larger use of silver as a money 
metal and of a further increase of the cur- 
rency of the country. Mr. Paysen said that 
if the Government used silver at all it 
should be used as a money metal ana not 
asacommodity. He was opposed to the sub- 
stitute because of that, but he expected 
to give it his support in this contingency. He 
hoped that an opportunity woula be given to 
strike out the bullion redemption feature. 
This bill was bound to be considered at the 
other end of the Capitol; it would be amend- 
ed there and the House would have an op- 
portunity to vote on the amendments.

MUST FIGHT OR LOSE HER POSSESSIONS. 


That Is Wat the Newfoundianders Say 
Kugland Mut Do, 

Sr. Jouns, N. F., June 7.—Several of the 
leading citizens of this place have said they 
felt that the first stehb taken by the Govern- 
ment of Newfoundland in sending delegates 
to England and Canada to present the case 
of the isianders against the aggressions of 
the French had been a success. 

The next step will probably be the organi- 
zation of a volunteer force and the erection 
of fortitications. The people of Newfound- 
land are showing a steady determination to 
maintain their rights. The Herald says that 
England must fight France or abandon her 
British-American possessions. 

The Colonist says that the British tar must 
have deteriorated very much in quality when 
he stood by and saw British property injured 
and British subjects ruined by a handful of 
Frenchmen, ‘The British naval officer on 
this station, the paper says, should be clad 
with petticoats instead of breeches and 
adorned with a lawn tennis racquet.

Nearly 
all other available powers known. to scientists 
have been brought forward as street-car motors 
during recent years, but this is the first attempt 
to supersede the street-car mule with h ulic 
power. The inventor of the process is L, C. At- 
wood of this city, and the new concern is 
known as the Atwood Electric ces te 
The officers are Fred Skrainka, nt; 
C. C. Weaver, Vice-President, and E. B. Roth, 
Secretary and Treasurer. They are at work on 
the machinery fora full-sized street-car, 
tried on one of the local roads as goon as it is 
completed. The pumps with wnich the hydraul- 
ic pressute is exerted are to be operated by elec- 
tricity and the hydraulic engines are to be con- 
nected directly to the axles of the trucks of the 
car, thus obviating the heavy gearing that is 
used in the electric motor. Two tanks, each con- 
taining about one-half barrel of water, will be 
used on each car. The electrical machinery will be 
much lighter than that used in the electric 
system, as less than one-third of the electric 
power will be required, and it is thought that 
this reduction of electric power will the

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THEY WILL BE POUT ON TRIAL AT 
PaRIs, TEX., THIS WEEK. 


Another Chapter in the Famous Tragedy 
the Result of the Coanty Seat War in 


Stevens County. Kansas-—Story of the 


Feud Between Wood«dale and Hugoton 


People That Terminated in the Tragedy | 


in No Man’s Land—Must Answer Charges 
of Murder, : 

Paris, Tex., June 7.—[Special.|—Every- 
thing is now ready for the trial of the Cross 
murder case, which grew out of the county 
seat war in Stevens County, Kas. J. A. 
Rutter, one of the defendants not arrested, 
came in yesterday and had a two-hours’ talk 
with the United States Attorney. He has 
not arrested but will be used as a wit- 
ness. arrants were sent out a week ago 
for the arrest of George T. Smith, in Mis- 
souri; George T. Theams, in Connecticut, 
and Frank Balsby, in Illinois. Sam Robin- 
son, who did most of the killing, is in the 
Colorado penitentiary for fourteen years on 
a charge of robbery. He will not be tried but 
will be here at the proper time and used 
as a witness. This is done because the other 
defendants are trying to throw the whole re- 
sponsibility upon Robinson. The Marshal 
has returned a special venire for sixty jury- 
men, who will be here Monday. This was 
done because it was iearned that several of 
the regular jury had been tampered with. 
This special venire comes from Fannin and 
Red River Counties. Lamar, tne county in 
which Faris is situated, is ._ exciuded. 

Stevens County, Kansas, adjoins tne Neu- 
trai Strip, or Nd-Man’s-Land, lying on the 
south of Kansas, and is the second county 
from the Colorado line. Near the southeast 
corner of the county is tne little Town of 
Voorhees. A little northwest of the center 
is Woodsdale, and stil nearer the center is 
Hugoton. Almost directly south of Voor- 
hees, some seventeen miles, is Wild Horse 
Lake. Both Woodsdale and Hugoton were 
candidates for the county-seat, which ques- 
tions in Kansas are settled by an alieged 
vote of the er 

In the early days of Woodsdale Sam Rob- 
inson, an unsavory character from Kentucky, 
had located there, receiving a bonus of lots 
for erecting a “hovel.” When the time came 
for selecting ca. didates for county vfficers 
he was a candidate for Sheriff on the Woods- 
dale ticket, but his character had become 
well enough known to cause his defeat in con- 
vention, aud John Cross was chosen. Rob- 
inson deserted Woodsdale and went over 
to Hugoton. There he was mado City 
Marshal. He ana his pals frequently 
“ rouaded up’? Woodsdale, and defied the 
authorities. Aftera time be drew his re- 
vol ver on a man who had ‘‘sanc”’ enough to 
make complaint and a warrant was issued 
for his arrest. This warrant was placed in 
the hands of Ed Short, constable at Woods- 
dale. He attempted to execute it at Hugo- 
ton, but was prevented, he reported, by armed 
men. In the meantime John Cross had been 
elected Sheriff, and Robinson had Sworn he 
should never fill the office. 7 

About July 24, 1888, and while this warrant 
was still in the hangs ot Ed Short, Robinson 
and a few friends went fishing into No- 
Man’s-Land on the Beaver River. Short con- 
sidered this a good chance to arrest Robin- 
son, and with two men went to tne neutral 
strip for that purpose. When overtaken by 
the officers the Robinson party took refuge 
in a sod house, and refused to surrender. A 
messenger was sent for Sheriff Cross to bring 
men enough to make the arrest, but before 
th: y arrived Robinson escaped by a back 
window and rode away on a fast horse. The 
prisoner having escaped, Short and his men 
returned to Woodsdale, but failed to meet 
Cross and his men on their way to the rescue. 

Cross and his men rode ali night and 
reached the spot where they expected to find 
the vonstables at daylight July 25, and they 
searched the prairie till about noon, when 
they met a Wild-Horse hunter. Cross and his 
men then turned toward home. Coming to 
Wid-Horse Lake they lay down to rest while 
their horses fed on the grasse—leaving their 
arms strapped to their saddles 

When Robinson escaped he went directly 
to Hugoton, raised an armed force af twenty- 
two men, ana hurried back. They came upon 
the Sheriff and his posse of five while they 
lay asleep. They asked them to surren- 
der and assured them no harm 
done them. Few in uumbers, unarmed, and 
surrounded by a mob armed with Winches- 
ters, they could do nothing else. Then, one 
after another, the Sheriff and his deputies 
were shot down in cold blood. The men shot 
were Sheriff Jonn Cross, Cyrus W. Eaton, 
Bob Huobard of Chicago, Rolla Wiicox, and 
Hubert Toney of Flora, III. 


They Were Ali Ducks. 

The many thefts of poultry and produce from 
farmers in the small North Atlantic seaport 
towns by the crew of the man-of-war Powhatan 
some years ago had at last caused the officers to 
take action toward punishing the offenders. The 
men were aii notified that dire punishment would 
be inflicved upon them if they continued in their 
nefarious practice, and fora while a chicken 
could stroli along the beach with the utmost im- 
punity while the vessel was in port. This did 
not last long, however, and one Gay while the 
ship was anchored in a small seaport some of the 
men asked to be allowed to go ashore. When 
the officer of the deck was importuned for per- 
mission he replied: 

“Yes, you may, but if I hear of you robbing a 
hen roostI will put you ix double irons for 
twenty days.“ 

Pat“ Harvey, an Irishman, who acted as 
spokesman, pro ised that no hen roosts would 
be robbed, and the men left the ship. 

Early next morning an irate farmer came on 
board and swore that the men had entered his 
barn and carried off several hundred pounds of 
poultry. All who went ashore were called up 
and tne officer of the deck, who happened to be 
the same that let the men off, pounced upon 
Harvey. 

** Didn't von,“ he cried, “promise not to rob a 
hen house if I let you go ashore?”

FLYING THROUGH AIR, 


Jean Gerber’s Attempt at Solving Aerial 
Navigation. 

San Francisco Zraminer: The latest at- 
tempt to solve the problem of aerial naviga- 
tion is that of Jean Baptiste Gerber, a San 
Francisco genius. No attempt has been made 
by Gerber to ouild his aerial ship on a large 
scale, and thus prove its practicability, secur- 
ity, and cheapness, He has, however, in his 
shop a small working model, which works in 
what he declares to be a most satisfactory 
manner and proves that his idea is entirely 
feasible. 

Propulsion by wings is the principle on 
which the machine is based. Otto Lilienthal 
of Berlin and other experts on the subject 
maintain that successful aerial navigation 
will only be accomplished by working on 
this line. 

The vessel is shaped like a lifeboat. The 
material in a small affair will be of wood. 
At one end is the rudder, and at the otner a 
funnel-shaped device intended for catching 
and taking advantage of the wind. In the 
center of the vessel is an opening something 
like the center-board slot, in which revolves 
a great paddie-wheel. 

THE MOTIVE POWER. 

This whee! furnishes the chief propelling 
power. Above the center of the decks is a 
great parachute-balloon, the cords of it being 
affixed to the sides and deck of the vessel. 
It is made of very tine siik and cleverly di- 
Vided into two parts, so that the upper por- 
tion contains gas and acts as a balloon, while 
the lower portion is utilized as a parachute. 
Gas is readily supplied to me balloon by a 
generator in the vessel, The bailoon-para- 
chute appendage is used chiefly in making 
the vessel descend to the earth from the 
upper air, the rapidity of descent being con- 
trolled by the emission of the gas and by the 
great paddle wings. The bottom of the boat 
is hoilow and concave. 

As has been said, these paddie wings are 
the principle on which the new aerial ship is 
made to do its work. There are eight of 
them, tour on each siae of the vessei; they 
are hollow-shaped like a spoon, and by a 
simple device may be turned at any angie 
ana may be propelled by the feet or by elec- 
tricity. Twomen can readily operate the 
eight wings. 

hen asked what a vessel to carry a dozen 
persons would probably cost, Gerber said he 
could not tell yet, as he had been too busily 
engaged on developing the principle on which 
the machine is built to add in the cost of the 
thousand and one items that would go into 
the completed structure. 

NEW YORK IN FIVE DAYS. 

“ As for speed, though,” he said, “ I ex- 
pect to make New York in it in less than five 
days, and after successive trials and exper'- 
ments I have no doubt but what the time can 
be greatly lesseoed; possibly it may be done 
in three days.“ 

Gerber is now busily engaged on some 
minor improvements which will be soon fin- 
ishea. As soon thereafter as possibie it is 
his intention to build a vessel on a larger 
scale and exhibit it at the Worla’s Fair in 
Chicago. Thus far he has made no attempt 
to conceal any of the workings of his ma- 
chine, doing everything, as he declares, 
„for the good of the world and for the honor 
of California.“ ; 

Gerber is well known for his many and 
varied inyentions, Among them are the 
acrial railroad, a diving apparatus, subma- 
rine warboats for harbor defense, suOmarine 
wrecking boats, fire-escapes, and lifeboats. 
Some of the models of u: se have been pre- 
sented to the French Admiralty and have re- 
ceived due attention. Heis aiso the hero of 
that well-known picture that appeared in the 
art exhibition two years ago, entitled The 
Lost Genius.”

Mixes Crry, Mont., June 7.—[Special.]— 
Frank S. Car on, a settler on the border of 
the Tongue River Reservation arrived here 
today and toid the first authentic story of 
the attempted wholesale killing by a band of 
Northern Cheyennes. One night a short 
time since about twenty savages stole from 
the ranch of James S. Ferguson 3,000 or 4,000 
pounds of beef and were carrying it away 
when their theft was discovered by one of 


‘Ferguson’s cowboys, who gave the alarm. 


Ranchman Ferguson and about forty of his 
men gave chase and recovered the meat. 
Three or four days later Ferguson ard six of 
his men left the ranch with a couple of teams 
and did not return till late in the night. The 
Indians watched their movements, armed 
themselves. hid among we trees along the 
roadside, and as the ranchmen opened 
fire upon them, with deadiy results. Mr. 
Ferguson, who came here from New Hamp- 
shire and was the largest stock-grower in 
the valley, was shot through the left lung 
and heart and died almost instantiy. One 
of the men was shot in the groin and died 
the next day and two others received serious 
wounds. The Iadians have since been thor- 
oughly armed, and the settlers have become 
so alarmed that many of them huve aban- 
doned tneir homes and run away. It 1s 
learned from Fort Keogh that the two com- 
poate at the Tongue River Agency and Rose- 

ud are considered sufficient to cope witu the 
recaicitrant reds, and no more troops will be 
ordered out for the present. 


KESHENA REDS SIILLTAREATENMNG. 


The Agency Inspector Says an Outbreak 
Is Probabie. 

SuHawano, Wis., June 7.—[Special.]—Every- 
thing is quiet on the Keshena reserva uon to- 
day, but a party of forty or filty “bucks ”’ 
are hanging around the agency waiting for 
something to turn up, and it is expected that 
the formal] transfer of the agency from ex- 
Agent Jennings to Agent Kelsey will form 
the “something.” Appearances indicate 
that trouble will commence immediately 
after Jennings quits his post. The Indians 
do not hesitate to say tney will not have 
Kelsey for agent; that they do not 
wish to harm him, but he cannot stay. 
Jennings refuses to leave the reservation 
until Mr. Kelsey acknowledges all the books 
to be in proper shape and gives receipts for 
everything. Tuis Mr. Kelsey does not pro- 
pose to do until he has carefully examined 
everything. Meanwhile the dians con- 
tinue their declaration that no one but 
Jennings can be their agent. In an inter- 
view with Tue TRIBUNE correspondent last 
evening Inspector Chisney said he would not 
be surprised to see the Indians make trouble 
of the gravest character at any moment. 
Whether they carried weapous conceaied 
about them he did not know, but he felt con- 
fident that they were ready to take up the 
cudgeis for their imaginary rights at the 
slightest possible provocation. Those who 
have visited the reservation during the 
last few days do not doubt that 
the Indians mean business.

The Worid“ Next Great Wonder. 

The Niagara River canal is expected to cost 
$3.500,000 and furnish 119,000 horse-power. With 
coal at $4 or $5 a ton, the cost of one horse-power 
a year is placed at from 839 to 846 a year, or, 
roughly, about ten tons of coal a year per horse- 
power. This canal, if it gives the estimated 
horse-power, Will furnish a power about equal to 
1,200,000 tons a year.. This will cost, taking a 
capitalized value of 4 per cent on tne investment, 
$140,000 as the first outlay, and at least as much 
more for maintenance and repairs. The horse- 
power will, therefore, be about as cheap as coal 
at 20 cents a ton; and it appears capable of al- 
most indefinite expansion, unless the falls are 
considered of more value than horse-power—as 
they are. 

The present canal will not affect them and it 
will give 238 factories of 500 horse-power each a 
motive power whose first cost will be about one- 
twentieth that of the coal used by their rivals, 


but the difference between the first cost and the 


price ot coal will, of course, go in the pockets of 
the owners of the canal. At first sight the own 
ers of the canal seem likely to have as good a 
thing as natural gas, but, judging from all the 
ast, the projectors wilbsiok all their money de- 
ore they learn how to handle and bridle 119,000 
horse-power. It will be no joke to control a 
stream running in a tunnel twenty-four feet 
across and dropping 52.8 feet a mile, the proposed 
grade being one in 100.

‘ Plowing in Peru. 
The land is plowed in the following manner: 
From six to a dozen teams of oxen are put a 
work in a single field of twenty or thirty acres. 


The oxen are “yoked” by tying a heavy beam 
across their foreheads. To this beam the plow is 
attached, all the force being 1ed by the head 
instead of the shoulders. Diow is a crooked 
stick or branch of a tree, the int faced with 
iron. The Hebrews, when tilled the soil in 
tne time of Moses, had a plow made in the same 
way. Intelligent Peruvians contend that they 
do not need to plow more than two or 
three inches deep—simply enough to loosen 
the soil so as to enable the seed to take 
root. The water used io irrigating is said 
to be rich in plant food, further obviating 
the necessity of deep plowing. It may 
aiso be added that improved plows, suita 
ble for this country, are now manufactured in 
Europe and the United States, but it with- 
out aaying that they are very different from the 

low used by an American ‘farmer. They are 
ight and small, havinga close resemblance to 
tne original crooked stick. Anotner ‘peculiarity 
of every Peruvian plow is that it has only one 
handle. The driver carries in one hand a large 
goad, twelve or fifteen feet in length, with which

A Now Fost That ls r Adding to the Far- 
er’s Woes. 


SOUTHERN RE EM VINEYARDS 


SUFFERING FROM A BLIGHT. 

A Disease Which Is Sudden in Ite Coming, 
Swift ia ite Work, and Fatal in Its R 
sulte—Well Known Experts, Including 
Pasteur, Have Investigated the Matter 
aod Failed te Determine the Nature of 

the Pest. © 


New York Sun: There is something wrong 
in the vineyards of Southern California. For 
four seasons the grape growers have met 
with heavy losses. A disease, sudden in its 
coming, swift in its working, and fatal in its 
results, has attacked the vines. It has not 
been the phylloxera or any other thing viti- 
culturists are acquainted with. If it were, 
the wine men would not be as uneasy as they 
are today. It is something as mysterious as 
it is disastrous. State experts and investi- 
gators from the Department of Agriculture, 
and even Pasteur, nave studied and exam- 
ined the leaves, the bunches, the soil, confi- 
Gent of finding some new microbe or other 
strange cause of the death of the vines, but 
mend Be — 1 1 to * any ex- 
: dv neyard me ne wers 
fro 2 and Germany — intersated in 
the California business, say that such a atate 
of affairs as exists = Bouthern California 
has never been known by them before, 
either there or in — Ae yay ser wine country. 

The trouble prevails in tne San Bernardino 
Valley. This is a fertile region running from 
the coast some sixty miles up toward tne 
foothills of the mountains. Los Angeles is 
ite best known town. Hitherto the district 
has produced some of the best grapes grown 
in the State. ‘Vines covered every acre, 
and the yield has been enormous. From 
time to time some slight affectaon of the fruit 
made poruons of the crop poor or useless, 


but these were only losses of that kind wnich 


growers expect even in Germany and France 
and Spain. Until four seasons ago the pros- 
pects of Southern California, in fe fact of the 
whole State, were so good that owners of 
land felt happy about the future of Ameri- 
can wine. Since then tney have ually 
lost their confidence, and now those ih the 
lower part of the State are giving up their 
grapes and turning to tne development of 
oranges, olives, and other fruits. 

Charles Stern, a pioneer in this city in the 
California wine trade, has been in California 
several times within the last four years, and 
has seen the ravages committed by the mys- 
terious something upon the grapes. It has 
always happened in July,“ he said, and it 
has always been curious to watch. The 
grapes are a rich green color one afternoon, 
and the next morning they are a sickly yel- 
low. Then they shrivel up and die. he 
change all comes witbin twenty-four or 
forty-eight hours, First the vines near the 
seacoast were blighted, then those fur uer 
inland. and so on gradually to the upper end 
of the valley. At first the growers saw 
nothing in the misfortune to threaten 
a severe disaster, and there was no 
great fuss made about it. But 
each: year the case nas become 
worse and worse. Little or nothing has been 
published about it in California for plain 
reasohs, but there’s no use denying the ex- 
istence of these conditions any longer. It 
isn’t anything which affects tne value of the 
land, for other things may be grown in the 
soll it we are compelied finally to believe 
that grapes can no longer be cultivated in 
the lower part of the State. The annoving 
thing is that we can’t tell where the trouble 
1s going to oe. San Joaquin Valley is 
north of the Angeles region, and there 
are rumors that that extensive territory is 
affected. The growers there deny the stories, 
however, and we cannot tell what the truth 
is for another season or 80.“ 

Mr. Stern says that the owners of the vine- 


yards first tried to settle among. themselves 


the nature of the blight. They could not 
comprehend it, though, nor could the experts 
who were afterwards called. Specimens of 
the grapes before and after the visitation of 
the plague were sent to Pasteur, but he did 
not solve the problem. The Californians 
then concluded that there was something 
hurtful in the breeze blown in from the 
ocean. They based this upon the fact that 
the destruction first occurred near the coast 
and advaneed regularly from the seashore. 
But Mr. Stern says that this wind from the 
ocean has bhown upon the valley constantly 
for years and years, and he doesn’t see why 
that alone could cause trouble today and not 
have done so long before. With phylloxera 
vou may uproot and 
are proof against phylloxera. Nothing has 
been discovered to prevent this trouble or 
make a vine good after it has been attacked. 
“When Iwas there last summer,“ said 
Mr. Stern, “it was es —— that the Na- 
deau vineyard of 2, acres. would yield 
5,500 tons. Ali that it nas yielded is 2,700 
tons. The prospects are so bad now that 
they don’t know whether they will try to 
raise grapes for the next season. Gen. Stone- 
— romised from his vives 400 tons. All 
o was able to give us was 76 tons. A 

— wr at Downey promised 600 tons. All 
we got was 150 tons. ‘So it bas been in many 
other cases that have come under my person- 
al notice. Vineyards that four years ago 
gave from 600 to 800 tons of grapes have not 
given a bunch fortwo years. The only thing 
to do that I know ofis to let matters move 
along just as they are. Perhaps it may pay 
to let the land lie idle for a few years and 
then replant. It would not vay to replant 
now judging from the experience of IL. J. 
Rose, a grower in the San Gabriel district. 
He had 175 acres that were the pride of the 
district. There is not a vine left there. He 
planted a new vineyard and it is now half 


gone.“

a universal language for commercial trans- 
actions has been evolved the harsh, dis- 
vordant Volapuk, yet not generally accepted, 
Its only charm, if it possesses any, isin the 
simplicity of its grammar.

FIRST PAYMENT ALREADY MADE. 


The Site ofthe University of Chicago Will 
Soon Be Paid For.

Commissioner Bonner Fined. 

Judge Shepard fined County Commissioner A. 
W. Bonner $25 for refusal to answer questions 
before a notary public in a creditor’s bill begun 
against him by tne Star Encaustic Tile com- 
pany.

Mr. Bonner took an ap- 
peal to test the question whether a Judge could 
require a party to a suit to a ar before an offi- 
cer other than the court or a Master in Chancery 
before a suit is at issue, a question which has 
never been decided in this State.

The Prince told 
Mrs. Bloodgood he counted many. fair Ameri- 
can women among bis stanchest friends. 


Mary Anderson was in an adjoining box at 
the same opera, but the Prince in making 
bis usual round of calls did not go near her. 
Miss Anderson has not been seen much in 
London society this season. She refuses to 
talk even to intimate friends about the ar- 
rangements for her wedding. Her gowns 
are making in Paris.

Miss Wiedman’s Lawyers Withdraw. 

The utter collapse of Valerie Wiedmann’s 
case against Robert Horace Walpole for 
breach of promise creates much surprise. 
Withouta word of warning Miss Wiedmann's 
lawyers withdrew tne case to allow her to go 
to court alone. She asked a further delay of 
a fortnight so as to engage other lawyers. 
The court said she had already been treated 
leniently in the matter of delay, and a week 
hence positively must be ready to go to trial. 
Her lawyers decline to give a reason for with- 
drawing, but it is generally understood that 
they were convinced that her case did not 
rest on solid foundations.

A Woman Takes Honors at Cambridge. 

A young woman has carried off the highest 
honors at the June examination at Cambridge 
University. The winner of this distinction 
is Miss Philippa Fawcett, who is bracketed 
as the superior of the male senior wrangler 
in the mathematical tripos. Miss Fawcett, 
who is 22 years of age, is adaughter of the 
late Prof. Fawcett. Two other young women, 
Miss Field and Miss Lea, are also among the 
wranglers. 

Temperance Demonstration. 

A large demonstration agaiust the licens- 
ing bili was held here today. Those who 
took part assembied on the Thames embank- 
ment and marched to Hyde Park, where 
speeches against the measure were made. A 
large number of temperance and radical so- 
cietics took part in the demonstration with 
bands and banners. Immense throngs of 
sightseers watched the procession. It is esti- 
mated that there were 45,000 persons gath- 
ered about tne platforms in the park trom 
which the various speakers addressed the 
crowd. 

To Fix a Basis of Taxation. 

Mr. Goschen will preside over a committee 
on the distribution of taxation among the 
three kingdoms. This committee and its 
labors will last two years, and during that 
time its work will cover an immense range 
of inquiry into the values of land and of 
every kind of property. This is the first 
time that anything of such wide scope as this 
has been essayed, and the results of the 
work of the committee will be far-reaching 
and permanent, as the figures produced will 
cover the basis of future taxation in En- 
giand, Scotland, and Ireland. 

Wrangle:s in the Cabinet. 

The discussion in the British Cabinet is be- 
coming very fierce on several points, and it 
does not seem possible that the misunder- 
standing can blow over withoutsome notable 

sult. Tne Balfour section still insists upon 
the Licensing bili being dropped and the 
Tithes and Lana bills bemg pushed through 
together. Part of their scheme is the pro- 
roguing of Parliament until September, to 
meet then and carry on the battle. 

Mr. Goschen, on bis part, rsists in his 
demand that the Licensing bili be given the 
preference. The situation. is extremely 
doubtful and trying, and the conflicting ru- 
mors, which vary like the wind from hour 
to hour, leave 2 in amaze. In or- 
der to carry all these bills it will be abso- 
lutely necessary to have a fall session, ana 
it is understood that the Government pro- 
poses to adjourn at the ‘end of next month 
and to meet in October. 

Apart from the Cabinet disputes the Gov- 
ernment has to face the revolt of an impor- 
tant section of the Conservative party against 
the Licensing Dill, which is strongly and 
rightly disliked by the Tories who think 
for themselves,

The East African 
expedition would be headed personally by 
Stanley and wouid start from Mombassa and 
penetrate as far as Uganda. This wouid 
here link itself with the Congo expedition 
and the two, thus becoming one, woula form 
an immense zone of civilization, havmg com- 
munication with Lake Nyassa and the South 
African tradin& States. Thus all the interior 
of Africa would be held, in a way, dy En- 
gland and she would recover ail that she has 
apparently lost by her hesitating policy and 
the greater energy und enterprise of tne Ger- 
mens. Lord Salisbury refused to pledge the 
rte ms yg to the official support of the 
scheme, 


The Newfoundiand Fisheries Dispute. 

The British Government appears to be 
quite certain of coming ultimately to an 
amicable settlement with France with regard 
to the Newfoundland fisheries, but notwith- 
standing this belief in a quiet outcome of tne 
dispute, full military and naval precautions 
are being taken against all contingencies 
which may arise, and an open rupture be- 
tween the two nations will not find England 
unprepared for the worst. It is the apparent 
intention of the British Government, if it be 
deemed advisable, to evacuate Egypt as the 
rice of the withdrawal of the French claims 
n Newfoundland.

PLEATY OF MONEY FOR WATER SUPPLY. 

Ald. McKnight’s proposal that the city’s 
bonded deot be increased $1,000,000 in order 
to provide tor the improvement of Cnicago’s 
water supply was too modest for nis col- 
leagues ana for Mayor Cregier, who satd it 
was “but a drop in the bucket.” Accord- 
ingly the limit was raised until Economist 
Lyke of the Mayoral household suggested 
$10,000,000. Itis to be feared that Ald. Mc- 
Knight, Who is usually all right, was im- 
posed upon by some wily if not wicked Dem- 
ocratic Alderman, 

There is really not the slightest e 
for borrowing more money to extend the 
water supply. As Tue Trisune has fre- 
quently pointed out, there is now in the city 
treasury or immediately availabie $1,000,000 
for extending the supply for the old 
city. In addition there is about $350,000 
within reach for extending the supply 
in Hyde Park and Lake. In the old 
city and in Lake View, Hyde Park, and Lake 
the water plants are constantly bringing in a 
good revenue. Properly utilized, the profits 
from them, without increasing the present 
water rates, ought to reach $300,000 annually. 
Thus about $1,600,000, all told, is in sight. In 
this estimate allowance is made for ordinary 
extensions of the water-pipe system. These 
extensions in the course of a few years also 
become sources of profit. They are good in- 
vestments of the surplus fund or earnings of 
the department, 

There is, in fact, enough money in the 
treasury now to afford immediate and suffl- 
cient relibt to the people of the recently an- 
nexed suburbs and the old city. The money 
should be promptly utilized, too. There is ao 
possible excuse for the failure to keep the 
pumping works of Hyde Park and Lake in 
proper repair. There will be no excuse for 
failure hereafter to enter on the work of ex- 
tending the Hyde Park tunnel further into 
the lake and laying down large water mains 
for furnishing Englewood and the Stock- 
Yards region witn an adequate supply of 
The $300,000 of rebate fund and 
the earnings of the system in that section of 
the city will be all sufficient for the purpose. 
If the city had $1,000,000 more to apply the 


-city officials would not know what to do with 


it. The lake tunnel can be extended two 
miles further for about 8100, 000. For new 
mains and a new land tunnei or large sur- 
face main $200,000 will be adequate. Lake 
View modestly asks for only about — 
more to extend its tunnel. 

The million dollars in the treasury to the 
credit of the oid city water fund, unless the 
present disgraceful system of extravagance 
is maintained, will have grown to $2,000,000 
before the new tunnels and new pumping 
works are completed at the present rate of 
progress. 

The fact is that what is most needed nowis 
that the fund on hand should be promptly 
utilized to extend the water supply. There 
is no need to borrow more. If there was 
more money on hand it would lead to further 
extravagance, waste, and corruption in con- 
nection with our water works—such waste, 
corruption, and extravagance as are referred 
to in another column. The Council must 
take action in the matter or nothing will be 
done. It is mere waste of time to depend on 
Cregier or Purdy. 


SHALL CHICAGO HAVE A PEOPLE’S PAL- 
ACE? 

The Century for June contains an article 
upon “London Polytechnics and Peopie’s 
Palaces,” by Albert Snaw, which should have 
a special interest for the people of Chicago. 
In the course of this article Mr. Shaw traces 
the steps by which the English metropolis is 
now the possessor of eight polytechnic 
schools, with four more in sicht, besides one 
large People’s Palace and numerous others 
on a smaller scale. 

These institutions are modeled after the Re- 
gent Street Polytechnic, founded some eight 
years ago, and it is supported by the munifi- 
cence of Mr. Quentin Hogg, and ail have 
the same object in view—viz,: the amuse- 
ment and instruction of the poorer classes. 
As to the recreative features of the People’s 


Palace Mr. Shaw says: 


The social and refreshment room is one of the 
first the visitor will be likely to see. It is sixty 
feet long by forty-eight feet wide, and is the gen 
eral lounging and rallying place. It contains a 
refreshment-bar, where members may order a 
cup of tea or a substantial supperat very moder- 
ate prices. The daily papers lie about on the 
tables, the latest notices of the various athletic 
clubs are posted On bulletin-boards, such games 
as chess and draughts are permitted for those 
who like them, and the place has an air of a very 
comfortable and hospitable living-room for a 
club of democratic but decent young men. Open- 
ing from the social room isa smaller club-room 
where committees and sections can meetto ar- 
range for rowing events, foot-ball matches, or 
otheraffairs of interest and moment. Easily 
accessible is the lending library, of several 
thousana volumes, freely at the service of all 
the members; and in a separate room about 
forty feet square is the reading library, sup- 
plied with books, reference works, and a large 
number of standard periodicals. The great 


gymnasium, a hundred feet long and forty feet 


wide, is an especially popular feature, and 
nearly two thousand members avai] themselves 
of it regularly enough to pay the small locker 
rent of eighteen pence per balf-year. Excellent 
instruction is given by well-qualified and certifi- 
cated army teachers. The swimming-bath is one 
of the finest in England, being beautifully walled 
with decorated tiles. Its dimensions are 78x35 
feet. In the winter itis floored over and carpeted 
and used for reading, writing, and lecture-hall 
purposes, although the establishment is other 
wise provided with a large lecture-hall in amphi- 
theater form that will accommodate perhaps 
1,500 or 1,800 auditors. Of the band-practice 
room, the barber’s shop, and the various minor 


/ conveniences that pertain to the place in its 


character as aciub, I need not say anything. 

So far as the educational features are con- 
cerned there is a polytechnic day school for 
younger pupils of the middie class, male and 
female, and evening classes for the working 
people, grouped as follows: (1) Science 
classes, (2) technical classes, (3) practical 
workshop classes, (4) general and commer- 
cial classes, (5) art classes, and (6) musical 
classes. The description of one of these in- 
stitutions applies to all of them. None of 
them is absolutely free, put the cost is very 
light, so that itis not felt asa burden. The 
annual membership fee in the People's Palace 
is but twelve shillings ($3), if paid quar- 
terly, and ten and a half shillings, if paid in 
advance. Without entailing any duties or 
responsibilities, this small charge entitles the 
member to the use of ali the club-rooms and 
facilities of the place as well as ad mission to 
such classes as the member may choose to 
attend, and outsiders pan also have the bene- 
fit of the classes at certain fixed. tuition 
charges. All of them are crowded at all 
times, As to the Regent Street Polytechnic 
Mr. Shaw says: When I say that from its 

“ opening in 1882 to the end of 1889 the Re- 
„gent Street Polytechnic has had enrolled as 
“members or students a total attendance of 
more than seventy thousand, and that its

The experience of these institutions, says 


Mr. Shaw, is “such as develops manhgod, 


„ and that may do much to preserve and 
“bring to the front those best traits of 
„English character which the life in crowd- 
„ d towns in too many ways tends to min- 
* imize if not to destroy.” We have nothing 
of the kind in this country, but is it not time 
that we had? Human nawre is the same 
everywhere. If they succeed in London they 
will succeed in any of our large cities. They 
will succeed in Chicago, and the time has 
now come when such an institution is needed 
here. How shail it be started, where, and by 
whom? The answer to these questions is not 
difficult. The Lewis bequest, which contem- 
plated something of this kind, bas now 
reached the required million and is ready for 
use, after tne manner of Quentin Hogg’s gift. 
The West Side 1s just the place for its loca- 
tion, for there it will be in the midst of the 
artisans. Wili not the West-Siders who are 
so eager to secure the site of we World's 
Fair bring their influence to bear to secure a 
great People’s Palace, which would be of 
more importance and value than a thousand 
World's Fairs? Shall not Chicago be the 
first American city to adopt this beneficent 
and magnificent system of pleasure and in- 
struction tor the masses? Wil! not tne trus- 
tee of the Lewis bequest give this subject his 
earnest consideration? 


THE PRIMARY ELECTION LAW. 

The action of the Supreme Court in refus- 
ing to entertain a petition for a writ of man- 
damus to force County Treasurer Davis to 
pay to certain persons who acted as judges of 
election under the Crawford law the sums 
claimed by them, and telling the petitioners 
that their remedy,if they have any,is to 
bring a civil suit against the county, has en- 
couraged greatly the ward committeeman, 
who thinks that this decision has put him 
back in the saddle, 

it nas certainly done some mischief. Is 
has impaired for the time being the efficacy 
of the law. As it has been practically de- 
cided that judges cannot be paid, the regular 
election judges will generally decline to 
serve, and their places will be taken by the 
appointees of the ward committeeman, who 
will be miore anxious to bring about a result 
which pleases bis employer than to ob- 
serve the law. There is also an impressiou 
that the penal clauses of the act do not 
amount to anything, and that either judge 
or citizen can break them with safety. There 


is, however, nothing in the language of the 


court which justufies that conclusion, and 


till it has passed on that question it would 


not be wise to disobey the provisions for- 
bidding repeating and other forms of fraud. 

All that the Supreme Court decided was 
that it would not order a writ of mandamus 
to issué because the court could not see how 
such a purpose as a primary election— 


Can be regarded as corporate or for gov- 
ernmental purposes. This was a primary 
election, heia under the Crawford law, as it is 
called, and the reai purpose of the election is for 
the purification of parties. Persons nominated 
at a primary election do not become entitled to 
any legal rights over anybody else as candidates 
or otherwise, and any other person may be a can- 


‘didate notwithstanding the primary election. 


This, then, is a mere matter pertaining to a 
primary election and not to a county office at all, 


Technically this is true. Although nearly 
allincumbents of municipal, city, or county 
and other offices owe their places to the fact 
that they were first selected at primaries 
or by delegates chosen at primaries, yet 
they acquired no special rights because thus 
nominated, and might have been beaten at 
the polls by independent candidates. If only 
those who owed their nominations to prima- 
ries could run the case would be somewhat 
different. As the law did not specifically say 
by whom the judges should be paid, or that 
they should be paid at all, and as the hoid- 
ing of a primary to choose a candidate for 
Alderman is not a gorporate purpose in 
name though it is in fact, the court felt 
forced to decide as it did. It has not even 
said that the judges cannot be paid, but that 
the way to settie it is by a civil suit. 

It dia not say that the Legislature has no 
power to recognize the existence of parties, to 
give pure primaries to those who wish them, 
or to punish those who break the rules which 
the Legislature may lay down on the subject. 
All it said in substance was that the law 
was badly drawn. Therefore it will be the 
duty of the next General Assembly to remove 
its defects. It is nonsense to imagine that 
Chicagoans after having had a year’s experi- 
ence of reasonably orderly and honest pri- 
maries are going back unmurmuringly to the 
rotten old system. They will insist on doing 
the best they can with the present law this 
fall, and on getting an improved statute next 
winter.

TRUST ASSETS. 

The report that Receiver Davis is unable to 
find any assets belonging to the Gas Trust 
suggests two or turee points of considerable 
interest to the public as well as to those of 
the certificate-holders who are notin the in- 
ner circle of management. Supposing the 
inner circle succeeds in fighting off the legal- 
ly appointed officer, and renders nugatory his 
efforts to discover any property that is re- 
sponsible for income to the certificate-hold- 
ers, bow do the latter know that the same 
tactics will not be applied against them in 
the future? What security have they that 
the chromos for which they have paid out 
good money will not soon be on a par with 
Confederate currency in knowing no redeem- 
er and being unable to find one? 

The situation is a tangled one as it now 
stands. The men in control have not yet 
repudiated the bonds issued by the sev- 
eral gas companies of this city, and probably 
will not do so. But the “stock” of those 
companies has admittedly been turned over 
to the trust, which has made some kind of a 
transfer to a Philadeiphia company, and the 
position is now taken that the latter cannot 
be reached by due process of law from an 
Illinois court acting in behalf of local holaers 
of the certificates. The men managing the 
affair undertook to pay a dividend after hay- 
ing promised not to do so, thereby exposing 
themselves to punishment for contempt of 
court,” and now they assume to keep in hiding 
the only existing evidences of security that 
any dividend will ever be paid in the future. 
It this is not also contempt the citizen 
blessed with an average amount of intelli- 
gence will find it difficult to ascertain the 
true meaning of the term, and may be par- 
doned an expression of disgust if in one or 
both cases punishment be avoided by a mere 
legal quibble, But the case assumes a se- 
rious aspect indeed when the few men compos- 


ing a syndicate formed for the express pur- 


pose of squeezing millions of dollars out of 
the people practically defy the law and its 
officers upon their conduct being pronounced 
illegal. It becomes a casein which not only 
the rights of the public but its honor asa 
community organized unaer forms of law 
are outraged to the limit of forbearance. 

The courts can be trusted to take care of 
their own dignity. They can equally be de- 
pended on to protect the rights of the com- 
munity as against intending wrong-doers. 
But they can only do so when appealed to. 
It is not the duty of a Judge to leave the 
bench and make cases. The issues must be 
‘made and presented by or on behaif of the 
people, The recent action of the trusts has 
furnished a sufficient stimulus for such 
action by showing that they are prepared to 
disregard not only public rights but popular 
opinion, and act in opposition to the interests 


of their minor stockhoiders whenever they |

can make money for themselves by doing 
so. One of the latter has boldly taken 
the bull by the horns in dealing “with 
Thus far he nas acted 
alone, but the result is the exposure of so 
much that is inimical to the public welfare 
and demoralizing to commercial honor that 
the public ought to take the alarm. Let it 
once be understood that the trust ideas and 
methods give to the holders of certificates 
no security except the word ofa set of men 
who are self-confessed law-breakers and the 
end will not be far off. 

A WARNING TO CHICAGO SALOONKEEPERS, 

The City of Baltimore has just begun try- 
ing the experiment of high license, and the 
results, financial and moral, have thus far 
been excellent. Under the old dispensation 
the Baltimore saloonkeeper puid $50 yearly 
for his license. He now pays $250. Ifthe 
new law had doubled that figure its effect 
would have been even more beneficial. 
Decency and the revenues of the city would 
have been the gamer. 

A year ago there were in Baltimore 8,500 
salcons, paying $175,000 yearly. There are 
now but 2,100, paying $525,000. Two- ff tus of 
the liquor dealers have gone out of the busi 
ness and the municipality gets ,000 more 
than it dia. A number of the places which 
have shut up were in respectable neigubor- 
hoods and were rapidly depreciating the 
value of property there. The checking 


ot that process of deverioraton and the 


gradual restoration of the old values are 
other financial benefits of high license, 
In many blocks in some wards there were 
from six to a dozen rum shops where there 
is now but one. It is easy to imagine the 
peace and good order which follow such a 
diminution in the number of these disturbers 
of peace and breeders of disorder. 

By the Baltimore law whe power to grant 
or refuse a@ license is vested in three Com- 
missioners, one of them being a Republican 
and two Democrats. If they think an appli- 
cant is unworthy they can reject his petition. 
The act also says specifically that a man who 
has violated any of the provisions of the 
Sunday-closing reguiations has committed 
such an offense that he is not entitled to a 
license. Unfortunately for the city the two 
Democratic License Commissioners have been 
a little too lenient with tough saloon men 
who have “inflooence,” and have allowed 
them to stay in business when they should 
have shut them up. But even with this draw- 
back the law has done great good, and is 
lived upto more closely than would be the 
case were its enforcement in the hands of 
the municipal authorities, such as the Mayor 
and the Aldermen, 

One of the chief causes of the passage of 
this act and of the more rigid Pennsylvania 
law, which has so reduced the number of 
drinking places in Philadelphia and Pitts- 
burg, was a general wish to curb the insolent 
and domineering spirit of the saloonkeepers, 
who seemed to think they had a divine right 
to run the politics of a city or State. As 
those pursuing other businesses made no 
such claim, they naturally resented pretty 
unanimously this impudent assumption on 
the part of those wno were in the most de- 
moralizing of ali occupations. Therefore, 
after a hard fight, they succeeded in teach- 
ing their would-be rulers in both cities that 
they were not the absolute bosses they 
thought they were. Some have. been foreed 
out of the liquor business and.have been con- 
verted into producers of something. better 
than drunkenness and vice. Others have 
been compelied to pay higher taxes, which 
cover a small part of the increased expense 
of maintaining the police force due to the ex- 
istence of their places, 

It would be a good idea for the groggery- 
keepers of this city to look at what has hap- 
pened in the East and seeif they cannot 
draw therefrom some lesson which will ve 
of profit to emselves. They have shown 
an uncontrollable desire to run Chicago, to 
take charge of the political machinery of 
both parties, and so manipulate it that it 
shall serve only their own. iow ana selfish 
purposes. If the rum-sellers of Chicago 
were the most intelligent, educated, and re- 
tined class of citizens—if they were the ones 
best qualified to rule—it is provable that 
there would ‘be no vehement opposition to 
their bossing things. But nobody claims 
that for them. It is merely because they sell 
whisky that they pretend to run primaries, 
Councils, Mayors, and Legislatures. 

If they do not now abate their pretensions 
so far as to admit that there are others who 
have something to say about the government 
of the city they will before long, to their 
astonishment, find themselves saddied with 
a thousand dollar license. They will see the 
granting of licenses taken from the hands of 
a Mayor and vested in those of a non-partisan 
board, which will beexpressly forbidden to 
grant favors toa man who has broken any 
law or regulation of State or city, ana which 
will have full power given it to say who shall 
not have a license and where a saloon shall 
not be established, Then those who intend 
to stay in that business will pay less atten- 
tion to ward politics and will be more care 
ful to keep decent places and attend care- 
fully to their own | Dalyan affairs, 

ENOUGH MONEY BUT NO IMPROVEMENTS. 

An organ of the City Administration 
which joius in the official cry for more taxes 
saysin passing: “Tocry out for aaded im- 
‘‘provements and more efficient adminis- 
“trative methods and to deny the means 
„whereby they may be accomplished is ab- 
‘‘surd.” It would indeed be absurd to cry 
for the improvements and at the same time 
deny the means. But is the organ certain 


that the means are denied, or that if they 


were at the disposal of the present City Ad- 
ministration they would be utilized? 

By the adoption of the special assessment 
plan for the construction of sewers nearly 
nalf a million dollars raised by general taxa- 
tion will de at the disposal of the present 
Administration for public improvements this 
year, in addition to the various large sums 
specially appropriated for such purposes. By 
the adoption of the special assessment plan 
for paving: street intersections another sum 
of $150,000 could be utilized for public im- 
provements. The rebate fund, ageregating 
from $300,000 to $400,000, can be used also 
for added improvements and efficient ad- 
ministrative methods.” 

The truth seems to be that tne present Ad- 
ministration suffers from an embarrass- 
ment of riches. The Mayor and his 
Commissioner do got know what to 
do with the surplus sewerage fund. 
The only proposition made so far con- 
cerning it is to spend $80,000 in making a big 
sewer along West Fortieth street, in the re- 
cently annexed portion of Cicero, which has 
not yet contributed $8,000 to the city funds. 
That smacks of jobbery. It is proposed not 
to utilize the $150,000 appropriated for addi- 
tional pumping works in order to protect 
the old city water supply from vollution, 
though that improvement is necessary. 
What is to de done with that fund? About 
$130,000 is in the City Treasury or immediate- 
ly available for the construction of approach- 
es to the bridge which stands high in air 
over the river at Taylor street. The peopie 
of the West Division have urged that im- 
provement for years, The money for it has 


been ready for three months. The inefficient | 


Administration nas not time to perfect the 
plans for the approaches. 


Though the last Administration made all 


the necessary preparation for a bew double 
bridge over the river at Madison street, ia- 
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ing and the necessary appropriation, and 
though the frame work of the structure is 
ready to be put in piace, the inefficient City 
Administration 1s not ready to proceed with 
the improvement, and the Commissioner of 
Public Works intimates that the work may 
not de proceeded with for six months yet. 
Other improvements of a like character are 
delayed. 

An appropriation was made for an 1 electric 
light plant in the business section of the city 
in March of last year. It yet draws interest 
for Mr. Roesing. much if any progress 
has been made in preparation for utilizing 
the $350,000 appropriated this year for ex- 
tending the electric light system. The Chi- 
cago Gas Trust’s profits from city lighting 
must not be hastily interfered with. And 
thus itisin the case of other improvements 


for which the legislative department of the 


city has made ample provision. 

Except in the Fire Department and in the 
Street Department, perhaps, efhciency is not 
to be found in our Municipal Government. 
Tne Mayor devotes himself mostly to filling 
petty offices when he is at the City-Hall. The 
Commissioner of Public Works seems to be 
asleep save when he is out inspecting some 
twelve-inch water-pipe in Hyde Park or Lake 
View with the City Engineer. The Superin- 
tendent of Police devotes the greater por- 


tion of his time to explaining away the 


charges that at the instance of Mayor Cre- 
gierhe winks at gambling and that he is 
being made the dupe of Clan-na-Gael agents 
and spies. ‘ 

Mayor Cregier wearies his audiences and 
the public and the Council with his talk 
about putting “this fair city“ into proper 
order for the reception of the visitors to the 
World’s Fair. Though having the power 
and the means he has neither the ability nor 
the industry to do anything in that direction. 
He is inefficient himself. He has surrounded 
himself with inefliciency. If he had many 
more millions at his disposal he would not 
know how to utilize it properly. It is better 
not to trust him with it. He would waste it, 
or hoard it for the benefit of Mr. Roesing 
and—somebody else. 


A WORD ABOUT MUSICAL LIBRARIES. 

The New York Commercial Advertiser of 
Sunday last devotes considerable of its space 
to the consideration of the subject of musical 
libraries in the United States, and, as might 
have beea expected of New-Yorkers, who 
never discover what is going on outside of 
the boundaries of New York City, it makes 
the followmg gross mistake: 


Chicago isto have a library devoted excilu- 
sively to the literature of music and a collection 
of scores, to be known as the Newbury Library. 
This is being erected on the North S Side of tne 
city. Its existence 1s to be attributed. no South, 
largely to tne German population in Chicago, 
whose activity and interest in musical matters 
have made it possible. 


It is a little remarkable that even a New 
York paper should have made this misstate- 
ment concerning a library which is not only 
well known at home, but, young as it is, has 
a reputation among European libraries and 
collectors. For the sake of setting our East- 
ern contemporary right, therefore, Tun TRIB- 
UNE will correct its numerous mistakes. 

In the first place, Chicagois not to have 
the library referred to but already has it, 
and it is not to be exclusively devoted to the 
literature of music and a collection of scores, 
but is a general reference library, offering 
opportunities to students and scholars for 
original research in all departments of study. 
Its existence is not to be attributed at all to 
the German population in Chicago but to the 
generous bequest of the late Walter L. New- 
berry, who left an ample fund for its endow- 
ment and maintenance. The library offers 
unusual facilities to students and connoisseurs 
inevery branch of knowledge, but special care 
has been given to the departments of art, bibli- 
ography, American history, medicine, and 
music. The musical department of the library: 
is farther advanced than the others, because 
the work of collection was begun sooner. 
Although but about three years old it is as it 
stands today the largest and most complete 
musical library in the country, not only in 
orchestral scores, antique -music, musical lit- 
erature, musical science, history, biography, 
periodical series, works on instrumentation, 
lexicons, musical writings, etc., but also in 
rare and unique editionsof the sixteenth and 
seventeenth centuries, some of which cannot 
be duplicated. The Advertiser speaks of the mu- 
sical colleouons of the Lenox and the Astor 
Libraries in New York City, but the poverty 
of both these old and rich libraries has been 
conceded by such experts as Mr. Damrosch 
and Mr. Theodore Thomas, both of whom 
have visited and carefully inspected the 
musical department of the Newberry Library 
and been astonished at the treasures it con- 
tainsin the way of unique works as well as 
at the rare opportunities it offers for study. 
The Advertiser should understand, however. 
that this is but’ one department in a great 
universal reference library, open to the free 
use of the public. New York has a great deal 
to learn as to the progress of tue country 
outside the limits of Manhattan Island, and, 
fortunately, an opportunity for learning will 
be offered in 1893. 


WOMEN ON THE SCHOOL BOARD. 
Withina month Mayor Cregier will have 


to appoiat five members of the Board of Ed- 


ucation. Various women’s societies and 
many men of prominence have asked that 
two of bis appointees be women. The opposi- 
tion comes mainly from politicians wno be- 
lieve that to give an office of any kind toa 
woman is to squander after the most waste- 
ful fashion something which was exclusively 
meantfor the payment of political debts. 
The only answer which can be made to these 
men is that while women do not cast votes 
yet they often influence voters, and that pol- 
itician who offends the gentier sex may find 
when he again tries his luck at the poils that 
women’s fingers have written the vest-pock- 
et ballots which beat him. 
There are in addition to the politicians a 


‘few objectors who urge honestly enough 
that, unlike the London and Boston schoof 


boards, in which women have so long and 
successfully served, the Chicago board is 
simply a business one, and that women are 
not fitted for the handling of financial trans- 
actions, the oversight of architects, and the 
selection of.sites—“things which almost 
fully occupy every board meeting.” The 
reply is that there are many capable and 
brilliant dusiness- women, and that no ju- 
dicious, charitable, and business-like woman, 
such as must be nominated by those urging 
this movement, would ever have cast her 
vote for a $95,000 building in the richer 
quarter of the city, while embryo Anarchists 
are unable to find seats in the ill-placed, 
overcrowded primary schools of poorer 
wards. Miss Dodge of New York, for ex- 
ample, suffered severe criticism rather than 
cast her vote for a richly endowed high 
school for girls betore the primaries were 
properly built and equipped. Many such in- 
stances might be adduced.

they have not time to fulfill all its duties 


and think it sufficient to delegate them to 
superintendents. 

A business-man may be uble to give up aa 
evening once a week to the discussion of 
certain details of school management, with 
which his own business has perhaps made 
him acquainted—tne purchase of land or fur- 
niture, the hiring of a janitor or the erection 
of abuilding. Such labors are in the nature 
of relaxation rather than of Work. But he 
is not able to leave his shop or his office twice 
or thrice a week during school hours and 
visit primary or grammar schools to see 
whether they are well managed. If he had 
the time to make these inspections it would 
not profit him, for he would not be able to 
see if anything was amiss. _— 


There are women in this city who have the 


time, knowledge, and patience necessary to 
make them what not one man out of a hun- 
dred can be—real Inspectors of Schools. 
These women are paying quite as much at- 
tention to the moral and social problems of 
the day asthe men. They will take a keener 
interest in the enforcement of Compulsory 
Education laws. By virtue of the training 
received in the discharge of home duties 
they will be better sanitarians. They will 
see that every school-room is properly light- 
ed, ventilated, and heated. They will be 
curious about the condition of basemerts, 
and will see that no heaps of rubbish are 
poisoning the air. 

As nearly all the teachers are women 
women inspectors will understand them and 
their ways better. They will not be caught 
by pretty faves as men sometimes are. The 
natural tendency of Superintendents and 
teachers, from high to low, is to fall into a 
routine which they come to consider neces- 
sary and sacred. The men inspectors, know- 
ing nothing about the matter, accept what is 
told them about the sanctity of this routine 
and will not change it. Women will know 
better. They will break up these stereotyped 
ways, and bring life into the methods of 
instruction. 

Nor will the schools cost more. They will 
cost less, This close inspection which women 
will make will reduce expenses, not increase 
them. It is customary to sneer at women as 
extravagant.

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BENJAMIN . HAYDON, THE ARTIST 
WHO CONVERTED THE ISLAND, 


Predecessor of Ruskin and Prince Albert 
in Making Art Puopular—Condition in 
Thackeray's Day— The Story of Lord 
Eigin and His Greek Sculptures from 
the Parthenon Which Haydon Com- 
pelled Parliament to Buy—General Dis- 
semination of Interest Since His Day. 


In future days, when the history of 
the reign of Victoria, Queen of En- 
gland, is written in the _ perspect- 
ive which win be suitable for events 
of remote antiquity, the historian will no 
doubt afford a few lines to the singular de- 
velopment of art feeling in that country. To 
whom will he award the palm of having 
changed the whole current of natonal opin- 
ion with regard to art? 

Prior to the reign of Queen. Victoria the 
English, as a nation, resembled that one of 
their Hanoverian Kings who confided to his 
Minister that he detested “baindme and 
bodry.” Art was considered unmanly, un- 
English, and effeminate, something only fit 
for hairy foreigners, frog-eating Frenchies, 
and macaroni-swallowing [talians. Portrait- 
painting was different in their eyes. They 
held it to be the one permissivie and re- 
spectable form of art, but high art, and 
above ali fresco-painting, they loathed 
with absolute horror. Traces of this 
feeling appear in the literature of 
the eighteenth century, and one finds some- 
thing of it even in Thackeray, the last man in 
the world who would have been thought 
capable of harboring such a prejudice. But 
it arose from the English dislike to the 
nude in art, and as the ceilings of the coun- 
try palaces of the nobility, especially of the 
great halls, were frescoed by foreigners, 
whose only ideas of subjects were reproduc- 
tions of the Greek mythology, the paintings 
were for the most part of unclothed god- 
desses. 

In Thackeray’s novel of “ Philip” the 
housekeeper of Ringwood House when show- 
ing the great hall finds it necessary to ex- 
plain the frescoing. “ The naked female fig- 
ure with the barrel organ represents music, 
of which his iordship was always a most dis- 
tinguished conyshure.” That is one of the 
reasons why the nobility of England in all 
early literature are treated as a race 
apart, as a caste not truly English. 
In the eyes of their countrymen they were 
as foreigners, or at least as men who lived in 
ways that were repugnant to the great body 
of the nation, and who were not in harmony 
with it. In sober truth the English nobies 
were very different from what they appear 
to have been in literature, and were happy 
to patronize English artists when they made 
their appearance. There were no English 
fresco painters. If there had been tne pal- 
aces of Engiand would have been less objec- 
tionable in the eyes of the middle and lower 
Classes. 

The rare artists of genius in England not 
unfrequently refused to leave their provin- 
cial homes, and preferred obscurity and hap- 
piness to a splendid career in Lonaon, where 
they would be compelled to mingle with for- 
eigners of their own protession. The fact is 
astonishing, but it is nevertheless true, and 
it shows to what an extent the prejudice of 
the 1 — was ingrained when it was shared 
by English painters. 

Old Crome of Norfolk, a landscape painter 
fit to rank with Van Kuysdael and Hobbima, 
lived and died in Norwich. Wrightof Derby 
exhibited in London semi-occasionaliy, but 
lived his whole life in his native city, ana he 
was a splendid figure painter and a mighty 
master of chiaroscuro. Bewick of Newcastle, 
the engraver, father of the white line in 
wood engraving, looked at London fora 
month, and then returned to Newcastie, 
never to leave it. 

Under other circumstances, and in any 
other country, these men would have been 
the center of schools of art in the metropols, 
and would have been the fathers of a long 
series of illustrious men. But neither to 
them, nor to the men who wentto London 
and who became most famous, neither 
to Sir Joshua Reynolds nor to Gains- 
borough nor to Hogarth, was it given to have 
any effect upon other men. They lived and 
worked and died and exerted no influence 
whatsoever, either during their lives or after 
their death. Whether they were famous or 
obscure mattered nothing. The Engiish na- 
tion was opposed to their profession, and the 
flame that animated them could no more be 
communicated to others than ice can be 
kindled by sparks from a flint. 

Today no men are more honored or wield a 
greater influence in their sphere than the 
artists of England; and that sphere has been 
prodigiously enlarged by the manner in which 
art bas been applied to numerous industries. 
England thoroughly feels the sacred flame, 
ana glows throughout her whole extent with 
artistic feeling. Never was there a more 
complete revolution in men's minds. The 
merchant princes of today are the most 
strenuous patrons of the painter, and sixty 
years ago they were almost afraid of compro- 
mising their religious principles when they 
visi some nobieman whose taste in the 
fine arts resembled that of Thackeray’s Lord 
Ring wood. 

But the art of today is profoundly English, 
and the painters as a body share the oye 
of the nation, and are opposed to the nude 
in art. Therefore, at the first glance it 
would be logical to assume that this change 
was not the result of any foreign grafting. 
If anything is made clear by the past it is 
that England was too forcibly repelied by 
foreign art to be in any way influenced by it. 
In France the artistic impulse can be traced 
to the introduction of Italian artistsin the 
time of Francis the First. In spite of ex- 
ceptionai painters the art of France has al- 
ways been academic. The school of Eagland 
exists only since the reign of Queen Victoria, 
and is the outcome of English ideas and En- 
giish sensitiveness to the utiful in nature. 

But who.struck the barren rock and bade 
the waters flow! Some will reply Ruskin 
others will say Prince Albert, the husband 
of Queen Victoria, but such answers will 
convey only a part of the truth. They came 
after the hardest part of the work had been 
achieved. They spoke each in his respective 
Sphere when the world of England had been 
so changed in opinion as to be ready to listen 
to them. 

The man who wrought this miracle was an 
obscure painter, Benjamin Robert Haydon. 

This man had not tne least intention at the 
beginning of his career of molding the pub- 
lic opinion of England, but Providence made 
him the instrument of a great work almost 
unconsciously. He was a young painter in 
London, ahard student of tne figure, and 
aware that he had a much better knowledge 


1 of form generally than his seniors of the 


Royal Academy. ut though his soul was 
thrillingly alvetothe heroicin art he did 
not know the fact, neither did he particularly 
choose heroic subjects. first pictures 


| showed a disposinon to follow in the foot- 


steps of Hogarth, though without his savage- 
ness and coarseness. 

But something happened. Lord Elgin, 
traveling in Greece and Turkey, made a pro- 
longed stay in Athens, and, falling in love 
with tne sculptures of the Parthenon and 
other temples in the high part of the city, 
so ingratiated himself with the Turkish 
Pasha that he received permission to remove 
ali the old stones that he wished. Armed 
with powers so extensive Lord Elgin pro- 
ceeded to show his excellent taste by remov- 
ing the metopes of the Parthenon and the 
low relief frieze of the cella of the same 
temple, besides sundry trifling statues, such 
as tne Theseus, tne liyssus, the three Fates 
brought them to England and 
offered them to the British nation for the ex- 

nses he had incurred in removing them. 

e no doubt expected to be received with 
open arms by the world of London society, 
but his expectations were not realized, 

Lora Byron was the reigning lion of the 
day, equally as poet, traveler, rake, and Phii- 
hellene, a word coined at that time to desig- 
nate those who were frenzied supporters of 
the idea of Greek independence. All this 
sect rose to a man and denounced tne out- 
rage done to their dear Greeks. Lord Byron’s 
anguish was something terrible, something 
Promethean. The gloom of and other 
Byronic heroes was nothing to the shadow 
“upon the brow of the noble poet. He roared 
like a wounded lion, and Tom Moore, who 
was 28 of a toady, wept with sym-

had enabled the few to repel the 
millions of their foes. . 

His fingers knew no respite. He drew con- 
stantly, learning all things—drapery, muscu- 
lar action, pose, balance, composition, * 
ing —from these unequaled sculptures. In 
the fullest fury of his studies, in the height 
of his inspirations he was crushed by the an- 
nouncement that the Eigin marbles were not 
going to be bought. 

ou must take leave of your pets, Mr. 
Haydon,” said the temporary curator, for 
the British Government is not going to buy 
them.“ Haydon could hardly believe the 
news. Why, he already owned them in his 
soul and bad taken possession of them with 
his eyes. Not going to buy them! Why it 
was preposterous. Not going to buy them! 
But, dy the soul of Phidias, the Government 
should buy them, and Haydon resolved that 
he would compel the Government to buy 
mem. He was unknown, unaided, penniless, 
and obscure, but he triumphed. 

He commenced by addressing iong letters 
to the principal journais which had observed 
a strict neutrality. In these ne dwelt forci- 
bly upen the value of these marbles as stand- 
ards of proporuon, which they have since 
become in every art school in the worla. But 
the great oo that he made was his analysis 
of some of the figures as types of the heroic, 
and these words did not fall to the ground, 
for the English nation was as triumphant 
over Waterloo as if it had just been fought, 
and the English nation, though deaf to every 
artistic argument, was thoroughly open to 
reasoning based upon a comprehension of 
heroic ideais. They were brought to realize 
the fact that the Greeks owed these unspeak- 
ay superb marbles to the biood which they 
had poured out unshrinkingly in defense of 
their freedom, and a thought that Weil- 
ington and Nelson and Picton and Vandeleur 
and Vivian were to them what Miltiades and 
Themustocies had been to the Greeks. 

The iron was red hot, and, counseled by 
his friends, Haydon began to beat it upon 
the anvil. He gave lectures upon these 
marbles and infused into his audiences the 
burning enthusiasm that glowed in his own 
bosum. Beginning to realize that the work was 
prospering he wrote letters toeminent states- 
men and even buttonholed them in the lobbies 
of the two Houses of Parliament. Hemulti- 

hed himself, lecturing and writing incessant- 
y. Suddenly auxiliaries began to come to his 
assistance. rd Byron began to comprehend 
that these marbles were winning to the 
Greek cause a hundredfold more friends 
than his poetry had ever done and was 
asbamed of his opposition. 

Nobody paid the least attention to the con- 
noisseurs whose impudent lies had refuted 
themselves, and scholars who knew some- 
thing of Greek history were backing up the 
unknown artist in every collegiate town of 
Engiand. Mr. Perceval perceived that he 
had blundered and signified to Lord Eigin 
that the Government was willing to treat 
with him, and the marbles were purchased. 

And trom that time forward Haydon was 
the artistio voice of England and made his 
country take an interest in art matters. 
Through his exertions Westminster Hall 
and the galleries of the Houses of Parliament 
were adorned with frescoes, grave, stern 
passages of English history, and the English 
people were delighted with them. They 
were now ready for Prince Albert and Mr. 
Ruskin, who led them gently to realize the 
side of art which Haydon did not know— 
that of the beautiful in nature.

Grain and Frait Prospects in California. 

Special reports from many representative 
counties give a fairly accurate estimate of the 
crop prospects this season. The reports are 
madé more interesting this year by the fact of 
excessive rains which delayed seeding and. in 
many iocalities injured fruit, but a careful read- 
ing of these dispatches will show that, while 
grain has suffered in many of tne large counties, 
the quality win be fine and the yield 
of fruit of all kinds will be enormous. 
One of the most significant features is 
the rapidity with which grain land in 
a score of counties is being converted into 
orchards and vineyards. Several large wheat 
counties report a decreasé in acreage and yield 
of wheat of from one-quarter to one-half. Butte 
and Solano report a falling off of one-half, Los 
Angeles one-quarter, and Sacramento two-thirds, 
but against this may be placed a large increase 
in Kern, Fresno, Merced, and Tulare. Bariey 
averages about the same as wheat. 

In fruit of all kinds there has been an enor- 
mous increase in acreage, and the crop 
will be the largest on record. Fresno 
leads with 10,500 acres planted 
to raisin grapes. Then comes Kern, San Diego, 
and Butte with 3,000 acres each in vines, Merced 
with 2,060 acres, and Sonoma and Placer with 
1,000 acres each. Los Angeles planted 1,000,000 
new orange trees this season and Tulare put in 
6,000 acres to all kinds of fruit. The yield of 
oranges, raisins, ana grapes will be the largest 
on record. All other fruits promise well with 
the exception of peaches and almonds. Taken 
altogether the outlook for the season is good.— 
San Francisco chronicie, 


Hyper Park.—Hyde-Parkers are having a hard 
time.

When the 
water-works system was pted iron pipe cost 
more than it does now and the property-owners, 
in order to save a few dollars, Objected to pay- 
ing an assessment for a 8)xH"CR pipe and so four- 
inch pipes were putin. They were large enough 
as long as the property was not built upon, but 
when the houses begun to be built the pipes

Another Story of Bismarck. 

The following curious “Bismarck story” is 
just now current in political and social circles in 
Berlin. It will be remembered that Gen. von 
Stosch was removed from his post as Chief of 
the German Admiralty after Prince Bismarck 
had accused him, before the Emperor William I. 
of intriguing with the Radical Liberal party 
against the Chancellor, of bemg an intimate 
friend of the then Crown Prince Frederick, of 
speculating upon the old Emperor's death, and 
of aspiring to the post of Imperial Chancellor. 
The charges were pressed by Prince Bismarck 
with a vindictiveness which to the general public 
seemed inexplicable, Now it is explained that 
it wes due to superstition. When Prince Bis- 
marck, then plain Count, was at St. Petersburg, 
one of several clairvoyants who were then the 
rage in the Russian Capital told him, professed- 
ly without being aware of his identity, that he 
would one day be the mightiest man in a great 
Empire, but would eventually be supplanted “by 
a than connected with seafaring.“ Suspecting 
Gen. von Stosch of being his rival Bismarck 
forestalied him, only to be supplanted by an- 
other chief of the Admiralty, Gen. von Caprivi. 
Neither friends nor eaemies of Bismarck con- 
sider the story incredible.— Galignani’s Messenger. 


Von Moltke’s Warning Words. 
These were the words of Moltke when hespoke 
révently upon the German Army bill: Gentle- 
men, it the war which has hung over our heads, 


like the sword of Damocles, for more than ten 


years past, ever breaks out its duration and end 
cannot be foreseen. The greatest Powers of 
Europe, armed as they have never been armed 
before, will then stand face to face. No one of 
them can be shattered in one or two campaigns 
so completely as to confess itself beaten, and 
conclude peace on hard terms, or as not to re- 
cover, after a —.— or 80, perhaps to renew the 
conflict. Gentlemen, it may be a Seven Years’ 
War, it may be a Thirty Years’ War,—wo to 
him who sets fire to Europe, and is the first to 
apply the torch to the magazine! When such 
mighty issues are at stake —all that we have won 
with heavy sacrifices, the existence of the Em- 


pire, perhaps the continuance of social order and 


civilization, at any rave hundreds of thousands 
of human lives—the money question becomes a 
necessary consideration, and every pecuniary 
sacrifice seems justified at the outset.’’ 


The Probable Future of Canada. 

The most accurate forecast of the future of 
Canada ic contained in a volume published 
twelve years ago by Prof. Goldwin Smith. In 
that treatise he assumed, after an exhaustive 
analysis of the political, social, and religious 
tendencies of the provinces, that Canadian na- 
tionality was a lost cause; that confederanon 
would do little more than todevelop the bad 
side of democratic goverument, and that the 
ultimate union of Canada with the United States 
was morally certain. Tha} experienced observer 
impaired bis popularity in the Dominion by that 
publication, but he has found no reason during 
the last twelve years to modity his judgment. 
His arguments have never been answered and 
the weight of his conclusions increases every 
year. The equal-righis movement, which is the 
outgrowth of the anti-Jesuit legislation, points 
unerringly to annexation as the remedy for re- 
actionary religious intrigues and clericalism,—

The American Drama. 
Prof. Alfred Hennequin, in treating Char- 


acteristics of the American Drama in the 


current Arena finds them to be (1) strong 
melodramatic situations; (2) farcical scenes 
and incidents; (8) horseplay, song and dance, 
etc.; (4) moral sentiments; (5) poetic justice. 

To English-speaking peopies the theater is 
merely a playhouse, the play a show. | 
American audience will consent to be moved 
by fictitious sorrow or to be amused, but it 
will not permit itself to be instructed. It 
will stand ouffoonery, but will not listen to 
the discussion of a serious social probiem. It 
insists on seeing virtue rewarded and vice 
punished. The officer witn the handcuffs 
must finally get the villain. Delicate ques- 
tions must not be considered. 

Yet the outiook, the professor thinks, is 
not wholly discouraging. ‘‘ We see that up 
to the present time the efforts of English and 
American playwrights to satisfy the public 
have produced mongrel compositions, built 
up on French originals. This is the present 
state of the American drama. Does not the 
hope of the future drama lie in thé possibil- 
ity that some dramatist will break away from 
the French traditions and either return to 
the earlier sources of inspiration ſpresuma- 
bly Greek] or else find here on native soil the 
spring whose wuters fill us with immortal 
thirst?”

BERBER STRAUSS AND Ris ORCHESTRA 


Enthusiastic Reception Given the Organiza- 
tion in Chicago—The Two Operas. 

The most important event last week in 
musical circles was the appearance at the 
Auditorium of Eduard Strauss and his fa 
mous Vienna orchestra. It was the first 
visit of the organization to Chicago, ana 
probably no orchestra that ever came here 
was so well advertised in advance, owing to 
the protests made under the provisions of 
the Contract Labor law against thusicians 
being permitted to land in this country, and 
to the Vast amount of discussion called forta 
by that protest. 

The orchestra numbers forty-two musi- 
cians; not a large number, as a symphonic 
orchestra usually numbers fitty-five or there- 
abouts, sometimes many more. But the 
smaller number is 3 sufficient for 
the work which the trauss orches- 
tra undertakes, mand which is 
mainly the dance music of the Strauss fam- 
ily or compositions of a similar character.

For example, Bilse, who was for many years 
one of the most prominent of Berlin con- 
ductors, invariably faced his audience, even 
when conducting symphonies, though 
always used a baton for beating time. The 
motions and gesticulauons made by Herr 
Strauss when conduct with his violin bow 
are many and varied. To the beholder they 
seem somewhat odd, but the pavers appear to 
understand exactly what each one means, for 
the response is instantaneous and in variable, 
showing the high 2 — of discipline to 
which the players have n brought. 

The attendance at the concerts was phe- 
nomenal. At each performance the Audi- 
torium was crowded to the utmost, many be- 
ing turned away, especially the closing night, 
for which ail the seats were disposed of on 
the preceding day. 

In the matter of enthusiasm the audiences 
were not wanting, and as Herr Strauss was 
disposed to be accommodating in the matter 
of encores each program was extened some- 
thing like one-half or more by his conces- 
sions to the popular demand for repetitions. 

At the Chicago Opera-House the Bostoni- 
ans devoted the week to Suzette,“ by Oscar 
Weil, a bright and pleasing work, which is 
among the most satisfactory that the com- 

ny bas done here in a long time. The cast

A Stradivarius violin belonging to the mas- 
ter’s best period isin New York, and is the 
property of Mr. Isidor Hauser, a brother of 
Miska Hauser, the latter a noted Hungarian 
violinist who visited the United States in 
1850. Miska Hauser received it from Vieux- 
temps, but its history previous to the time it 
came into Vieuxtemps’ possession is un- 
known. Some of the best experts in Europe 
have decided that it is not only a genuine 
Stradivarius, but belongs to tne master’s best 
pases It has been pronounced such by 

mbeck of Vienna, violinmaker to the Em- 
peror of Austria and court appraiser of in- 
struments; Weichold of Dresden, etc. The 
instrument is thus described: This vio- 
lin is of the largest size, perfect in 
shape, and of a beautiful red color. The var- 
nish is. intact and bright, save where the 
chins of players have restea upon it. There 
is not a crack in the instrument, its preserva- 
tion being as complete as if it had been made 
yesterday. The tone produced from it is of 
excellent quality, and experts rank it as high 
as the best violin in America, some going so 
far as to place it at the top of the list. Tue 
value of such an instrument is hard to fix. A 
Stradivarius made during the same period 
was sold in Parislast year for $10,000. The 
maker in all D got no more than 820 
for it. The Hauser violin bids fair to be use- 
ful under careful treatment for hundreds of 
years to come, for the natural age ot a per- 
fect violin bas not been determined. Nobody 
knows how long it will last, and as long as it 
remains sound it issupposed to improve with

ONE OF THE FIRST NAPOLEON'S MEN. 


How He Left Some of His Master's Finery 
in Western Pennsylvania. 

Writing of the settlement of the northwest- 
ern part of Pennsylvania, a Pittsburg Dispatch 
contributor says: 

The sober, plodding picneers were now and 
then waked up by the appearance in their 
midst of people about whom there was the 
interest of mystery or the charm of romance. 
On a slip in Land-Agent Gaskell's book, in- 
terlaced between the mention of a panther 
measuring eleven feet from tip to tip which 
Adam Long shot yesterday,“ and an ac- 
count of David Postlethwait's entrance 
into aden of wolves back of his place the 
fall before, which he says in parenthesis 
(was a far braver feat than that of Old 
Put“), he makes brief reference to a certain 
Col. Egmont and his wife, who appeared in 
Upper Jefferson in the earliest days. There 
is no date to the slip, but the Egmonts must 
have arrived about 1816. This is their story 
as nearly as it can be recalled: 

Col. Egmont had charge of Napoleon's 
traveling chariot and baggage van at Water- 
loo. When the battle was lost and the 
flight was on, the Emperor expressed the 
hope that he might find passage on an 
American ship. Egmont said, with the ex- 
pectation ef joining his chief in the United 
States, he, with tle help of some soldiers, 
got out of the van attached to the carriage 
such boxes of plate, linen, et., as could be 
hastily seized, and, barely escaping capture, 
made his way to the coast and got ou a 
schooner bound for America. He did not 
know the Emperor had been intercepied and 
put on board the Belierophon until he landed 
in New York, and, as he had not received his 
pay, and the Emperor was then on his way 
to St. Helena, he concluded to make the 
goods supply his temporary necessities. He 
waited in New York until his wife arrived 
from Bordeaux. He sold some things before 
he left the city, and with the rest he and his 
wife came into the wnodas. With the little 
money he had he engaged from the agent a 
small, partly-improvead farm up tne Mahon- 
ing Creek, but knew nothing of labor. Some 
of the table linen in his possession was of ex- 
quisite fineness, and had the letter N.“ 
surmounted by the imperial crown, em- 
broidered on each piece. 

After Mme. Egmont had carefully pickea 
out the embroidery he sold part of it to some 
appreciative housewives near the agency who 
had seen better days. An old lady, whose 
daughter still has several napkins, said that 
the outlines of the N and crown were plain- 
ly visible after seyeral Washings. Egmont, 
us well as his wife, seemed always anxious 
and on the alert. Their cabin was 
kept carefully closed and the con- 
tents of several chests were never 
displayed, but the use of several richly 
cb gold drinking @ups, in the tender of 
hospitality to some neighoors who had been 
kind to them, led to the belief that tue chests 
contained valuable plate belonging to Napo- 
leon. To the refined and sensitive French 
woman the wildness and isolation of their 
retreat became ins upportable. She so pined 
for sunny France that the place was suaden- 
ly disposed of and with few leave-takings, 
the Egmonts left Jefferson and were never 
heard of more,

Terrible Famine in Galicia. 

Terrible distress prevails in Galicia owing to 
the failure of last year's crops.. There is a fam- 
ine of food both for man and for beast, and the 
Governor of the province has appealed to the 
authorities here for a special grant of 10,000,000 
florins for the purpose of purchasing supplies for 
the starving people. 

More than 100,000 horses have perished during 
the last few weeks from want of food. In the 
little district of Nüsko alone over 2,500 have 
died. Ona meadow just outside the Town of 
Dumbrowa there are lying the bodies of 400 
horses which have starved death. The other 
day aspeculator from Pesth took advantage of 
the state of affairs in Galicia to purchase a batch 
of 525 half-starved horses at the incredibly cheap 
price of 30 kreutzers, or about 16 cents, apiece, 


and 1,500 more were offered him at the same fig- | 


ure. Bread has vanished from the iand, and the 


people are living almost exclusively on potatoes, | 


and deem themselves fortunate when they can 
geteven them. The horned cattle have likewise 
all perished, and milk and butter are not to be 
obtained for love or money. Under the circum- 
stances it is not astonishing that the inhabitants 
are leaving the country in shoals and are emi- 
grating to the United States.— Vienna Letter,

“There are six one-half blocks of land 
about 170 feet deep and an eichteen- foot 
alley, five baving a frontage of 400 feet and 
one a troutage of 575 reet on Micnigan ave- 

nue, between Contress street and Twelfth 
street,” says Mr. Ulrich. “This land must 
soon be converted into business, hotel, 
flat property. The same can be said of 
Park Row, having atrontage of 275 feet on 
the south side of the Lake Park. Good sub- 
stantial business structures built upon this 
land will always command a good rental. 
This being the case would it not be entirely 
practical for a syndicate of capitalists 
to buy or lease for ninety-nine years 
this: frontage and construct there- 
on solid stone, brick and iron 
buildimgs which would furnish space for 
Wany exhidits brought here.

TRE ARGENTINE REPUBLIC, 


Facts and Figures Showing the Real 
Wealth of That Countrv. 

Mexican Financier: One of the foremost 
statisticians of the world, Mr. M. G. Mulhall, 
asserts that patient and impartial observers 
must come to the unpleasant conclusion that 
there has been no increase in wealth in the 
Argentine Republic for five years. This is 
an astonishing declaration, but Mr. Mulhall, 
who knows the country thoroughly, 
both by residence and careful study, 
fortifies his position with a convin- 
cing array of «figures. It is true, he 
says at the outset of his argument, that the 
area of land under tillage has risen from 
4,200,000 acres to 7,400,000, and the value of 
‘the crops from £11,000,000 to £15,000,000; 
while 450,000 European immigrants have ar- 
rived in the country, two-thirds of whom are 
industrious people. It is also true that sixty 
steamers a month arrive from Europe, m- 
stead ot forty in 1885, and that tbe selling 
price of lana is treble what it was five years 
ago. But, on the other hand, the public debt 
has risen about 115,000, 00, while the value 
of cattle has ag and the exports of pas- 
toral products show no increase, Mr. Mul- 
hall very properly estimates in the debt the 
forced paper currency and the cedulas, both 
of which represent indebtedness on the part 
of people and Government. 

In 1884 the total debt (including cedulas. 
and there was then no forced currency) 
amounted to £47,000,000, while in 1889 tte 
debt had risen to £162,000,00U. The total 
wealth of the Republic in 1884 amounted to 
£375,000,000, and if the estimate of an in- 
crease of accumulated weaith at the rate of 
£25 per iphapitantin five years be allowed, 
undoubtedly a high ratio, this would give 
an increase of £75,000,000. But against this 
must be set the increase of the debt, stated 
at 4 115,000,000, which would leave the 
country poorer in 1889 by 440,000. 000 
than in 1884. Mr. Mulhall contends that 
the working classes in the Republic who 
make up 70. per cent of the population, 
are not a whit richer than they were five 
years ago, and certainly if the masses of the 
peopie are no better off the reports of fabu-

Republic must be largely founded on mere 
imagination. The true test of me growth of 
a country’s wealth is found in the improved 
condition of its laboring classes. It is a com- 
mon tallacy that uations increase their 
wealth at times with great rapidity; indeed, 
even in the United States, a country fre- 
quently cited as an instance of prodigious ex- 
pansion in wealth, itis to be doubted if the 
net annual accumulation ts over 6 per cent. 
This view of the growth of property in the 
United States will, we are aware, be dis- 
puted, but it is to be borne in mind that al- 
most every one is prone to overestimate val- 
ves. The opinion we have advanced is, we 


| may say here, shared by usin common with 


able economists, In times of prosperity, 
when the commercial movement is active, 
men fancy they are getting rich faster than 
is really the case. 

We will content ourselves with letting Mr. 
Mulhall couclude his argument in his own 
words. He says: “Cows, sheep, and horses 
in 1884 represented a value of $330,000,000, 
or £66,000,000, but according to President 
Juarez Ceiman their value in 1888 was only 
70, 000. O00, equal at 32 pence (the average 
in 1888) to 449,000, 000. Here is a decline of 
26 per cent in one of the chief elements of 
public wealth. Land has indeed risen in 
value, but we have yet to see how far this 
rise is real. It is not in the history of any 
nation in the world that real estate has risen 
more than 10 per cent in five years, but I 
will suppose that Argentine land and house 
property have risen 50 per cent in real, 
actual value, and that railways and public 
works have risen 100 per cent. The account 
Will then stand thus:

A WILD REGION RECLAIMED RY 4 
CHICAGO DUCK-SHOOTING CLUB. 


It Lies at the Bottom of the Great Bay 
Formed by Lake Michigan and Con- 
tains Thousands of Acres of Marsh 
and Beach — Wreckers and Wreck 
The Advent of the Club Pats an End 
te the Business. 

That there should be within twenty-six 
miles of Chicago a place where gray forest 
wolves and wiidcats roam through the 
woods; where bald eagl¢s perch on the tops 
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THE OLUB- HOUSE. 
of lofty spruce trees; where wrecking 
stranded vessels forms the regular occupa- 
tion of the inhabitants of villages some dis- 
tance back from the shore; where human 
bodies drift ashore and are thrown into 
hastily-dug holes in the sand of the beach, 
and civilization is so little advanced that 
until quite recently Coroners’ ingvests over 
such bodies were unknown and the police of 
Chicago never not fied of their being found— 
all this would sound like a libel on the 
World's Fair City could it not be substan- 
tiated by the testimony of reliable witnesses, 
among them some of the best known Ch. 
cagoans, or by personal investigation. 

This place is the shore of Lake County, Ind. 
It stretches around the extreme south end of 
Lake Michigan, the bottom of the bag which 
the shape of our lake resembles. And to 
this bottom everything in the bag seems to 
drop. Whatever piece of shipping goes to 
pieces or is cast adrift within the south half 
of Lake Michigan is carried by the action of 
the wind and waves to this angle of the 
lake. After every storm the villagers for 
many miles in the neighborhood come to the 
shore at dawn and pick up what has come 
ashore. They will take anything they can 
get their hands on, and have their wagons 
ready to cart it off. They will chop off a 
mast from a little boat or steal the compass 
of a big one if they can get aboard. They 
come prepared with hatchet aud saw to do 
their work of destrucuon. The authorities 
are aware of the robberies going on contin- 
ually, but appear to be powerless to stop 
them, especially as the owners of the strand- 
ed property do not, as a general rule, care to 
go to the trouble and expense of criminal 
prosecutions. 

If the police of Chicago knewof this neigh- 
borhood many a mysterious disappearance 
might have found a solution. Human bodies 
often drift down there and are left on the 
beach till some sporteman or one of the 
“wreokers” digs a hole im the sand and 
throws it in. A year the body of a man 
was carried ashore, strip stark naked and 
the hands tied behind him, a elear case of 
murder. The Chicago police never heard of 
it. Some time before three bodies were 
washed up on the be ong that of a beau- 
tiful- woman, well No one ever 
found out who they were. They were buried 
in the sand. The beuch for three or four 
miles contains dozens of human bodies that’ 
no effort was ever made to identify. 

A tittle more civilization has been intro- 
duced in the neighborhood since the arrival 
of a number of Chicago sportsmen who make 
that point their headquarters. The wildness 
of the spot now serves a purpose in affording 
Chicagoans relief from too much civilization 
in the city. 

The Grand Calumet ata little distance 
from the shore forms wide swamp and little 
lakes. It is a great place for ducks. For 
years Chicago sportsmen have loved to go 
duck-hunting in that neighborhood, 

Four years ago some sportsmen who had 
been in the habit of visiting that neighbor- 
hood conceivea the idea of establishing a 
club for the accommodation of hunters and 
fishermen. The most active among them 
was Alex. T. Loyd, a publisher. Ina short 
time aclub was organized and christened 
the Grand Calumet Heights Club. About 
1,200 acres of the wildest part of the country 
was secured by lease and a clubhouse 
erected. 

Ine house Is a simple frame structure two 
stories high, built upon an elevation about 
800 yards from the water’s edge. It occupies 
the extreme southern angie of Lake Michi- 
gan. Toward either side the shore curves 
northward. It is in a wilderness about a 
mile from the Baltimore and Ohio tracks. It 
is simply but conveniently furnished for the 
purposes for which it is built, with bedrooms 
on the upper floor ana a large porch stretch- 
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THE COTTAGE. 
ing across the north front overlooking Lake 
Michigan. Thereis another building which 
is occupied by the steward and keeper, 
Charles Harns and his wife, and a third 
house belonging to three members of the 
club. 

The Grand Calumet Heights Club num- 
pers about 125 members. The President is 
W. L. Pierce, the well-known _ real-estate 
man; Vice-President, Dr. Harland; Treas- 
urer, Samuel E. Young, the piumber; Sec- 
retary, George E. Marshall. Among the 
members are such well-known men as Wil- 
fred N. Lowe, Samuel Booth, Charles Kern, 
John Critchell, George Barnara, James Bug- 

ot, Col. Felton, C. T. Landt, W. A. 1 — 
John M. Smyth, and Col. Sexton. Many 
others are mull business-men or clerks who 
pay their $15 annual dues and run out Satur- 
dav night, spend Sunday, and return Monday 
morning after taking a big mouthful of fresh 
air, and perhaps with afew mallard ducks, 
several dozen perch, or afew good pickerel. 

Ducks are plentiful Swarms of them 
cover the Grand Calumet River. 

Often the lake is covered with them as far 
as the eye can reach, witb here and there a 
batch of swan whose white feathers glisten 
in the summer sun. Some swans have been 
shot by the sportsmen. One such trophy 
hangs in the main room of the club-house. 

There is a stuffed pickerel on exhibition 
which is said to have weighed thirteen 
pounds. It was caughtin the river by two 
members of the club. |

one day, counting only the big ones and 
throwmg away the little fish.

house. A lumber-barge was wrecked and 
the crew drowned in a similar way, and the 
Carpenters then working on the dlub-house 
were unable to rescue them. Ona bluff a 
mile east of the club-house one can stand on 
three wrecks at the same time. Everything 
seems to drift into that corner. 

The yacht Dawn ol Oakland capsized about 
& year ago with three boys, Frank Bryan, 
Fred Evans, and Thomas Collins, who were 
on an excursion to Michigan City. The bodies 
and the wreck drifted down to Grand Calu- 
met Heights. It was through the efforts of 
Mr. Alex T. Loyd, who happened to see the 
wreck come in, that the parents of the boys 
were found and the bodies recovered. The 
parents simply took the bodies away, and the 
authorities cared nothing about the matter. 

There are no human nabitations on the 
shore. But after every storm the people 
come in wagons from the villages that lie a 
few miles back and carry off what they can. 
Masts are chopped off, boats broken up, and 
everything appropriated and carried away. 
Not long ago tne deck-loads of several lum- 
ber vessels were carried ashore. A gang of 
men Came down with a wagon and loaded it 
with tumber. Being unwil to lose the 
time necessary for carting it away they just 
took it up behind a sand hill and left it while 
they went down to the shore to pick up 
another load. While they were busy another 
gang came down, picked up the lumber that 
— first bad stowed away, and drove off with

THE GROTTO OF SEJANUS. 


One of the Byways of Italy Not Ofte 
Visited by Tourists. . 

„See Naples and die.“ 

Thousands of tourists visit Naples every 
year. Some of them have, no doubt, died 
already; and no doubt all me others will yet 
follow the example. But that is neither here 
nor there. The purpose of this paragraph is 
to introduce the fact that not one in a thou- 
sand of those tourists ever sees one of the 
most iateresting places in the region of 
Naples. 

They have all read about Vesuvius and 
Pompeii and Herculaneum, and perhaps have 
visited them before. . They know just where 
to find them, tney are the places people talk 
about, and so they go to see them. They 
drive up to Capo di Monte, along the Riviera 
di Chiaja, and through the Posilipo tunnel. 

A few of them have read of the ruins of 
the Temple of Serapis at Pozzuoli, to which 
the logists refer to illustrate the c 
of elevation in the earth’s surface, and they 
drive or take a tram-car out to that dilapidated 
ee town, but not 3 fifty of ener ag 

on bis passes mou 
tunnel ai led longer thau that fa- 
mous bore called by tne Italians the Grotta 
di Posili Even Taine, in his account of 
his trip from Naples to Pozzuoli and beyond, 
floats past itin a beautiful effusion of poetic 


prose. 

The road from Naples leads westerly along 
the coast for some distance past beautiful 
vilias surrounded by luxuriant fig and lemon 
trees, cacti, etc., and tnen bears back and 
zigzags over the ridge which juts out to the 


pay. 
Returning toward the bay on the opposite 
ide the traveler comes to a platform at the 
roadside where he stops and takes in the 
view of Bagnoli, Pozzuoli, Baie. and ischia. 
On the left of the road some eighty rods far- 
ther down he comes to the entrance of the 
Grotto of Sejanus.” For one franc and a 
suitable amount of buona mano the old man 
at the door will take you through. . The tun- 
nel is considerably more than half a mile in 
length. Itis perhaps twelve or fifteen feet 
wide and of about an egual height, — 
it is said to have been formerly greater in 
both dimensions than the grotto of Posilipo. 
It is arched overhead in a semicircle. 

The historian Strabo says this tunnel was 
made by an engineer employed by Agrippa, 
the son-in-law of Augustus, to make a sub- 
terranean passage from Cum@ to Lake Aver- 
nus. Since tne advent of Sejanus in Roman 
history was later than the time of Augustus 
the propriety of namme the tunnel after 
himis questioned. But whoever bored it, it 
is an interesting hole. It differs from the 
La Salle street tunnel in that it curves up- 
ward, while Mr. Yerkes’ tunnel curves down- 


ward. 
The guide plunges into tne dark with you 
for a little distance and then lights a torch. 


After traveling somewhat farther he stops 


and asks you to look back. The curve of the 
floor has shut out all the light from the en- 
trance except a perfect semicircié at the top 
of the arch. The line of visitors through 
this semicircle is exactly in the direction of 
Pozzuoli, and as the sun shines upon that 
quaint oid town almost a perfect resem- 
blauce of a picture in a frame is presented. 
The impression which the unexpected sight 
of this picture in the profound darkness of 
the grotto makes can scarcely be imagined. 

The guide continues on his way through 
the earth for some distance, and then again 
stops you and, pointing backward with his 
not very firm Itahan hand, mare, „Vedi la 
stella,“ or words to that effect, again you 
imitate Lot’s wife. i 

Sure enough, you do “see the star.“ All 
the hght from the entrance save a mere 

int at the top of the arch has been cut off 
by the floor of the tunnel and only a star, 
and a pretty one too, is seen twinkling in 
the blackness of darkness behind. You go 
on and, emerging from the tunnel, come 
upon a magnificent view of the Bay of Naples 
flecked with sails, of the city itself, and of 
surly old Vesuvius beyond. 

The scene is one of all-absorbing interest. 
You recali the terrific scenes which the spot 
where you stand has witnessed, how Vesu- 
vius once scattered his ashes as far away as 
Constantinople, how Pompeii and Hercu- 
laneum were buried in fire and lava, how the 
elder Pliny perished on the bay by ventur- 
ing too near, and how dut a few years ago 
comparatively Prof. Palmieri, unawed by 
the fate of Pliny, remamed at his post in 
the observatory on the side of Vesuvius and 
faithfully noted the indications on his 
instruments during a great eruption, while 
rivers of lava flowed down 

t him on either side and 
Jestroyed the lives of a whole group of spec- 
tators whose curiosity led them too near. 
But absorbing as are all these subjects of 
contemplastion you are ready to leave the 
spot when the fact is recall that the place 
where you stand was the site of the resi- 
der ce of that brutal epicure, Vedius Pollio, 
and that it was near bere that he fed the 
lampreys in his ponds with the

In a recent number of L’ Art M. Paul Lerol. 
its editor, in completing his series of articles on 
the Paris Exposition, turns to the American de- 
partment with the inquiry: Was not the intel- 
lectual participation of the nations of America 
the most striking characteristic of the trium- 
phant Exposition of 1889?” After some comments 
upon the artistic promise of Spanish America he 
discusses most hopefully the prevailing tenden - 
cies of art in the United States. He says: 

The general characteristics of American art 
make it actually a result of the French school, 
Which is not at all surprising. . Tue 
United States, baving no artistic traditions, 
has taken the course of assimilating the 
technique of the school most justly in 
vogue, and it has succeeded beyond 
all expectation. Messrs. Beckwith, Boggs, 
Bridgman, Chase, Kenyon, Cox, Dannat, Davis, 
Gay, Harrison, Hitohcock, Ridgway, Knight, 
McEwen, Melchers, Mosier, Pearce, Kolshoven, 
Sargent, Simmons, Stewart, Weeks, Miss 
Klumpke, and others have set themselves the 
task of demonstrating that they have force 
enough to march abreast of their rivais of 
France. & ; 

“You object that they are simply French art- 
ists born in the United States, and I do not hes- 
itate to recognize that with some of them this is 
true, and from them I expect no change. For 
the others and for the generation which will 
follow them i; is different, 

They will know how to shake off the yoke of 
their instructors when it stamps a French seal 
upon their talent, and, having mastered the best 
processes, they will apply them to works of a 
distinct originality. It is not for nothing that 
they belong to the independent Anglo-Saxon 
race. One must be afflicted with nearsighted- 
ness not to comprehend in this sense both the 
efforts made and the disquieting results achieved 
already, 

“Messrs. Alexander Harrison, George Hitch- 
cock, Walter McEwen, and John S. Sargent ac- 
cent most stronglythis movement among us, 
and after studying attentively their successive 
works one is forced to acknowledge that, like 
the English, they will take the reins in their own 
bands in ten years or so, if not before. And Ido 
not see any one among our own youth who will 
be strong enough to keep up with them 

“Today, if you are frank with yourself, you 
will seek in vain a painter of genre who rivals 
Mr. McEwen, for example. His exhibition was 
arranged with admirable intelligence. He had 
nothing of that foolish amour propre which 
would conceal the path which led him onward. 
On the contrary, he showed himself still grop- 
ing, still seeking his voice in Stad Herberg, New 
Amsterdam, 1500, which imitates the trifies of 
an earlier epoch, the manner called artistic in 
honor of M. Meissonier,and which has laid so 
many victims low.

This commmunity needs to. give some 
thought to the ethics of gifts, especially if there 
be among us any generous souls who desire to 
present, by gift or bequest, some work of beauty 
to the commonwealth. A gift, to be of value, 
should be inspired not only by generosity but by 


knowledge; and whatever it be it should be per- 


feet ot its kind. The story of the bridal couple 
whose affectionate aunt sent them a dauber's 
colossal copy of “ The Prodigal Son,” and whose 
married life was passed in a frantic effort to get 
rid of the picture without hurting the old lady's 
feelings, sets forth woes with which many ‘a 
municipality must sympathize, The community 
feels constrained to accept whatever gifts are of- 
fered to it; therefore it is a presumption upon its 
courtesy to offer anything which, pretending to 
be a work of beauty, is in reality & work of cheap 
insincerity or tawdry ugliness. 

These remarks are called forth by a fountain 
now in process of erection, which some misguid- 
ed citizen recently presented to one of the parks. 
The bow! and rim of this monument of stupidity 
are made not of stone but of cheap cement. In- 
credible as this stroke of economy must appear 
to all right-thinking persons, the rest is worse. 
The center of this fountain is one of those hide- 
ous complicated vases of cast-iron which may be 
found ready-made at too many shops in our 
midst. Now the park in question has several 
fountains already, and while it would willing- 
ly find room for 
be substantial and noble as a work 
of srohitecture or sculpture, the presence of tnis 
cheap monstrosity in the midst of fair lawns and 
green trees is a blot upon tue beauty of the park 
and an unmitigated insult to the happy men and 
women and innocent children who frequent 
the place. If its donor desired to make 
an inexpensive present to his fellow-citizens, 
why did he not add a rare orchid to its 
conservatories, a new tree to its aVentes, 


or even a fine rake to its stock of tools? 


For any of these we could be grateful. But the 
sort of economical spirit which desires to do 
something conspicuous for the smallest possible 
sum of money is one to which the people owe 
contempt, not gratitude. 

There are few situations in which ignorance is 
such a crime, failure such an infamy, as in this 
matter of public gifts. The work must be good; 
there is no alternative. If bad both the donor 
and whatever he desired to commemorate are 
condemned to lasting disgrace and ridicule. II 
good the work is a perpetual honor to all con: 
cerned in it, a perpetual inspiration to all who 
view it. Not long ago the writer was stanaing 
under Mr. St. Gaudens’ beautiful statue of Lin- 
coln, Whigh was presented by Mr. Bates, when 
two rough-looking laboring-men walked up the 
steps to view it. “I wonder who the fellow was 
who did that,” said one of them. “I tell you, he 
did a noble work when he did that.” ‘Then, after 
a silence, “If old Eli Bates could see that now 
he'd sing.’

and Scotch deerhounds for the purpose of hunt- 
ing down these coyotes, while other breeds of 
dogs nave also been tried with fair success, By 
means of these the number of coyotes has been 
much reduced, as many as seventeen having 
been brought down in asingle day on the Coch 
rane ranch. The hounds are, however, scarcely 
fast enougu, and with a view to giving them a 

ater turn of speed Mr. Dan Gordon. the veter- 
nary surgeon of Ottawa, Canada, has just im- 
ported two of the fastest and best-bred grey- 
hounds ever shi d from England—namely:
